HE WAS HEAVYWEIGHT CHAMPION OF THE WORLD AND ALI'S GREATEST FOIL, 
BUT JOE FRAZIER WAS MORE THAN JUST A LEGENDARY BOXER

n a summer day the year before 
he died, I sat with Smokin' 

J&rfra zier at a big table in his 
Philadelphia apartment. He picked 
at ablate of grapes and thought 
about growing up in the T950s. 
"We all wanted to be men quick, 
'so I can do whatever I want to 
do.' That's how we thought at the 
time. And then we got old and 
said, 'Doggone, I'm getting old.' 
You get too old and you think, How long have I got 
to live?" He grinned and shook his head. "We're 
never satisfied. All we can think about is doing 
things that are crazy and trying to get away with 
them. I'm not sure if there's a heaven or a hell. We 
have to find out for ourselves when we take our 
last breath." 

Joe Frazier took his last breath November 7, 

2011 at the age of 67. 

He was heavyweight -champion of the world and 
a presence on any list of all-time greats. He gave 
his title belt to ex-boxer Nelson Mandela and 
framed the thank-you note. He had 11 beloved 
children by several beautiful women, and enough 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren to fill the 
bleachers. He did a lot of good for some people 
and some good for a lot of people. He made friends 
and he kept them. He danced and sang every 
chance he got. Like any mortal, Frazier had regrets, 
grief/catastrophes and the occasional rage. But in 
general he was a happy man. He woke up every 
morning eager for what the day would bring. 

On a sweltering night in Philadelphia's city center, 


the natty gent with the panama hat and cane taps 
his way out of an apartment building. He nods to 
his doorman and tacks toward a gleaming Escalade. 
As he parses a bar, out of the door bursts a pack of 
lawyers, or maybe bankers or brokers, yelling, "It's 
Smokin' Joe." The leader, a silverback in immaculate 
pinstripes, says, "I was at ringside when you beat 
Jerry Quarry." The Armani-clad pack yips, "My dad 
worshipped you," and "I've got all your fights on 
DVD." 

Frazier's spine, bent by a car wreck a decade 
earlier and multiple surgeries since, straightens 
reflexively. The panama takes a rakish tilt; the cane 
becomes a swagger stick. Notebooks and bar mats 
and napkins reach toward him. Frazier grins and 
jokes and signs everything. The Escalade's driver 
informs Frazier's friends in the rear seats that they'll 
be a little late for an event 
that night at which Smokin' Joe is an honored 
guest. Frazier never turned his back on a fan. 
"You've got to respect the fans," he would say. 

Fighters are defined by their opponents. No boxer 
is considered great unless he has battled great 
foes. The three historic fights between Frazier and 
Muhammad Ali in the 1970s formed the most 
significant sports rivalry of the 20th century. Boxing 
was still a mainstream force. Major bouts were 
broadcast by the three national networks, and it 
was a golden age of heavyweight talent. But Frazier 
and Ali meant more than the sport. 

Their collisions grew out of an era boiling in 
racial clashes, civil rights, Vietnam war protests and 
the explosion of free sex, psychedelic drugs and 
rock and roll. Ali and his handlers, from the black 


separatist sect known as the Nation of Islam, surfed 
the turmoil and used it. 

In 1967 Ali was stripped of his world title and 
banned from boxing because he refused to be 
drafted into the U.S. Army. Ali's stand won him a 
passionate following in the antiwar movement. 

The master showman presented himself as the 
martyred anti-establishment hero, a proud defender 
of his race and the only legitimate heavyweight 
champion. Ali earned a living by speaking on 
campuses and elsewhere, including at a Ku Klux 
Klan rally, where he was welcomed because of the 
Nation of Islam's philosophy of racial separatism. 

Frazier and his wife had five children by then, 
making him exempt from the draft. Though Frazier 
was a lifelong Baptist, he wasn't bothered by Ali's 
religion. The Frazier line was "He can pray to a 
hole in the ground for all I care." Ali moved to 
Philadelphia during his exile. Frazier befriended him, 
cooperated with his publicity stunts and worked to 
restore his right to compete in the ring. Frazier also 
fought for and won the world titles Ali had lost. 

But he knew he would never be seen as the real 
champion until he fought Ali. 

Granted his right to box again, Ali signed for a 
shot at Frazier's title. He'd always joked about his 
opponents, but for Smokin' Joe he threw verbal 
acid. Ali painted Frazier as an Uncle Tom, the white 
man's champion, a betrayer of his people, an 
unworthy pretender to the heavyweight crown and 
stupid and ugly to boot. A lot of people believed 
Ali, which made life rough for the Frazier family. 

Joe Frazier felt betrayed. Many years later, Frazier's 
oldest son, Marvis, commented, "Everybody said it 
was just Ali doing publicity. But you weren't on the 
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end of that publicity." 

The death threats came by phone and letter. 
Insults spouted from radios and televisions. 
Accusations erupted from the crowd jamming 
Frazier's Philadelphia gym to watch him train. It was 
early 1971, still winter, and the 27-year-old Frazier 
was preparing to defend his title in what would 
eventually be labeled the greatest fight the 20th 
century. But Frazier was already under siege. 

His tires were slashed. His manager's car was 
stolen. His dog was run over and killed. Each fighter 
would get a purse of $2.5 million, but Philadelphia 
police had to guard the Frazier family home night 
and day. Cops surrounded Frazier through the 
icy miles of his predawn roadwork. "I felt like a 
jailbird," he said. "I worried about my family. But it 
didn't keep me from doing my job." 

The fight was set for March 8, 1971. Every ticket 
to Madison Square Garden sold within hours. In 
closed-circuit theaters and on televisions around the 
globe more than 300 million people would watch 
it. Frank Sinatra arranged to photograph the fight 
for Life magazine so he could get a ringside seat. 
Actor Burt Lancaster did color commentary for the 
broadcast. Political and social ramifications aside, 
it was a battle between two great undefeated 
heavyweight champions in their prime. In stylistic 
terms alone it was natural magic—Frazier, the small 
but ferocious slugger, versus Ali, the tall, dancing 
boxer. 

Their opposing physiques and styles reflected 
diametric personalities. Frazier was an old-school 
Spartan, an admirer of Rocky Marciano and Joe 
Louis and a staunch proponent of fair play. He 
was a blue-collar warrior. Ali was something 
else—a golden boy, a comic braggart whose 
rhetoric was scripted by the Nation of Islam. He 
had the grace and skill of Sugar Ray Robinson but 
took his theatrical cues from pro wrestling's most 
flamboyant heel, Gorgeous George. People hated 
him or adored him. There was no in-between. 


Joseph William Frazier was born January 12, 

1944 in Beaufort, South Carolina, a pretty town 
deep in the Jim Crow South. There were separate 
schools, restrooms, water fountains, entrances and 
expectations for black people and white people. 

Joe was the 12th child of fiery Dolly Frazier and 
her philandering one-armed bootlegger husband, 
Rubin. The handsome, cheerful Fraziers taught 
their children to play cards and checkers and to 
love parties, fish fries and sitting around the table 
swapping jokes and stories for hours at a time. They 
owned 10 acres, two mules, some chickens and 
pigs, and a serious work ethic. 

They had no electricity until after Joe, the 
youngest, reached school age. Light came from 
kerosene lamps. Water came from a pump in the 
yard. The long walk to the outhouse on starless 
nights made the young Joe afraid of the dark. Sixty 
years later he still was, and he gave me a sideways 
glare that said anybody who wasn't scared of the 
dark was dangerously ill informed. 

Dolly Frazier worked dawn to dusk as a field 
hand on a local plantation. After Rubin lost his 
left arm at the elbow in a shooting incident, he 
spent a lot of time at home, where he had his own 
enterprises. 

From the time Joe was a toddler, Rubin took him 
over the fields to the mossy woods where the still 
was hidden. Rubin had learned to make moonshine 
from his father, and he passed the skill on to his 
son. In his later years Joe could still recite the ratios 
of corn, water and sugar in the mash that stewed 
in sunken 50-gallon barrels until Rubin shifted it, a 
gallon at a time, to a tight kettle on the fire. 

Joe learned to drive sitting on his father's lap as 
they delivered moonshine to customers. At 12 he 
made the deliveries alone. Frazier told me, Rubin 
"was my hero. My heartbeat. He taught me a lot of 
things, some good, some bad. But nothing vicious." 

When electricity came to the Frazier house, 


Rubin brought home a television, and the men of 
the clan gathered to watch boxing matches. Joe 
was a sturdy eight-year-old on the night one of his 
uncles looked at him and said he might be the next 
Joe Louis. 

That same year, a hog got loose and chased him 
until he fell, breaking his left elbow. It healed, but it 
was never entirely straight after that. What would 
become his most dangerous weapon, his left hook, 
grew out of a partially fused elbow that was thicker 
than his right and slightly flexed. 

He quit school in sixth grade and went to work. 
At 14 he was man-size and drove his own rattletrap 
car. Like his father, Joe loved the ladies, and he 
liked older girls. He fell hard for two 16-year-olds, 
Rosetta and Florence. He lied to both girls about his 
age, among other things. By the time he reached 
15 he'd made them both pregnant. 

Then one day he had an argument in the street 
with a white man. The words turned into a fistfight 
and attracted an audience. Joe was the last man 
standing, which terrified his parents. They had to 
get him out of town. 

Dolly and Rubin hustled the boy onto a 
Greyhound bus and sent him to his brother Tommy 
in New York City. It was 1959, and he was 15 years 
old. It was the end of Joe Frazier's childhood. 

• 

In Harlem, Joe had problems finding work. He was 
17 when he headed for Philadelphia. His older sister 
Martha, there with her husband and children, was 
happy when he moved in because he was a good 
babysitter. "The kids loved him," she says. He got 
a rough job hosing blood and shoveling guts at a 
slaughterhouse. 

Frazier was disappointed in himself. He'd 
plumped up to 220 pounds and he hated being fat. 
"I began to feel those stirrings again to be more 
than just an ordinary guy," he said later. "I hated 
being ordinary, hated having a job that was just a 
job. Two years out on my own and what did I have 
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to show for it? A big butt and no life to speak of. It 
was time to get serious." 

He found a local Police Athletic League boxing 
gym. In January 1962 Frazier turned 18 and 
plunged into his dream of boxing. Being a handy 
street scrapper didn't count when he first sparred 
with skilled opponents. He got hurt and humiliated, 
but he kept trying. He was, he said, "just a short¬ 
armed, overweight boxing wannabe." But he 
meant to become a champion. 

At the gym, Joe met Yancey "Yank" -Durham, 
a lively black man who was a boxer turned railroad 
welder. Yank trained and managed fighters. He and 
Frazier took a liking to each other and agreed to 
work together. 

A boxer's style is as unique as a singer's voice. 

It is dictated by his physique, his training and his 
character. Frazier was a born heavyweight, dense 
of bone and muscle, but he was small for the big- 
man's division. He's often listed as five-11 and a half 
or even six-one, but standing beside him I'd agree 
with the scholars who say he was around five-10. In 
fighting trim he weighed around 205 pounds, and 
he had short arms. Many of his opponents would 
top six feet, outweigh him by 20 pounds and have 
six inches of reach on him. Unless he did something 
to shift the equation, they could stay outside and 
pick him to shreds with their longer arms. Like the 
similarly built Rocky Marciano, Frazier had to make 
his offense his defense. He had to slip in close 
and throw a barrage of punches. His power was 
important, but it had to be intelligently schooled. 

Yank said he wanted to see smoke coming off 
Frazier's gloves in the ring. When he threw a lot of 
hard punches, Yank yelled, "Now you're smokin'." 
So Frazier became Smokin' Joe and Smoke to his 
friends. 

Frazier had been making quick visits to South 
Carolina. Between his 16th and 19th birthdays 
he had four children, two each with Florence and 
Rosetta. He sent what he could to both families, 
but money was tight. 

Florence came north with their two children and 
moved in with Frazier. She went to work at a Sears 
store. In September 1963, the 19-year-old Joe and 
21-year-old Florence were married at Philadelphia's 
City Hall. 

The slaughterhouse often kept him until after 
the gym closed, but he had a key so he could go in 
and work out alone. Boxers train in three-minute 
intervals with a brief rest between, like the rounds 
of a fight. Frazier brought in a cheap record player 
and a stack of 45s. Each side ran about three 
minutes, so he'd work out with James Brown, 

Otis Redding, Sam Cooke, the Drifters and Aretha 
Franklin to keep him company and mark the time. 

• 

Frazier went to the 1964 Tokyo Olympics as the 
heavyweight for the U.S. team. He was thrilled to 
be there, and he was determined. He knocked out 
two men to get to the semifinals. There he met a 
six-foot-four, 230-pound Russian and stopped him 
in the second round. In the process, Frazier broke 
his left thumb. 

The gold medal bout was the following day. 
Afraid of being scratched, Frazier iced the hand 
and told no one about the injury. The next day 
he fought a taller, heavier German and won. He 
was the only American boxer to take home a gold 
medal from the 1964 Olympics. 

Back in Philadelphia doctors found Frazier's 
thumb dislocated with multiple fractures. It required 
two surgeries months apart. The slaughterhouse 
fired him. Florence's job at Sears did not cover 
the family bills. Christmas that year was looking 
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grim. Then a newspaper story about the hurt 
gold medalist triggered a charitable flood of cash 
and gifts for the children. Joe never forgot that 
kindness. 

Frazier had also injured his left eye while 
preparing for the Olympics. He was hitting a speed 
bag when the steel swivel broke and a piece of 
shrapnel flew into his eye. The lens was damaged, 
the vision clouded. No boxing commission in the 
country would have allowed Frazier to fight as a pro 
if word got out. He kept it secret. 

All these years later he laughed like a naughty 
kid, explaining how he got through dozens of 
commission eye exams by memorizing the eye chart 
and switching hands instead of eyes when the 
doctor said "And now cover the other one." 

By spring his hand had healed, and Frazier was 
ready to turn pro. Potential backers thought he was 
too small to be a serious heavyweight. Frazier and 
Yank went ahead on their own. 

On August 16, 1965, Frazier won his 
professional debut by first-round knockout. Instead 
of pay, the Philadelphia promoter gave him a 
handful of tickets and said, "Whatever you sell you 
can keep." Frazier ended up with $125. He blasted 
through three more wins that year. 

Meanwhile, a Baptist minister introduced Frazier 
to an influential Philly businessman who created 
a syndicate of 40 investors, black and white, to 
support his career. Each investor bought shares in 
a new corporation dubbed Cloverlay. They gave 
Frazier $100 a week and a $60-a-week job with a 
maintenance company. 

The public image of Frazier as a serious, Bible- 
reading family man was true enough, but he was 
complicated. He was meticulous about obligations. 


Before each fight he went into strict training for six 
to eight weeks. No pie, alcohol or sex. By the time 
he set foot in the ring he was a cranky man. But in 
the free time between fights, he phoned his friend 
Butch Lewis to meet him. 

"That guy is free-spirited," said Lewis. "We 
would go out to nightclubs and party all night. 

The biggest party in the room. Smoke is always 
a ladies' man. He couldn't go anywhere without 
ladies all over him. I'm like, 'Let's call it a night.' His 
wife would be thinking that's Butch Lewis keeping 
him out. But I'm trying to get his ass home. She 
don't know. He's blaming it on me, and I take that 
bullet." 

The government coup that dethroned Ali in 
1967 threw the boxing world into a frenzy. Within 
weeks, the World Boxing Association launched a 
heavyweight elimination tournament, with seven 
contenders vying for the vacant title. Frazier could 
have been the eighth man in that tournament, but 
Yank Durham had a different idea. 

Frazier stopped the 243-pound Buster Mathis on 
March 4, 1968 in Madison Square Garden to win 
the New York title, which had clout despite its state 
limitations. 

Two years later, on February 16, 1970, Frazier 
met the winner of the WBA title tournament, quick 
and tall Jimmy Ellis. The fight was also sanctioned 
for the vacant World Boxing Council title. 

Ellis didn't stand a chance. The unified world 
title was Frazier's. George Foreman fought on the 
undercard that night. Years later Fore--man said, "I 
was afraid of Frazier. I thought as long as Joe Frazier 
was around there would be no chance for me. I 
hoped he'd die." 

But Ali was still out there, and for many people 
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he was the only legitimate champion. 

On the night Frazier flattened Buster Mathis, 
another important thing happened. At a party 
after the fight, the 24-year-old Frazier met Denise 
Menz, the spunky 19-year-old from New Jersey who 
would be his lover, friend, office manager, interior 
decorator, supply clerk, nurse, historian, jokester 
and companion off and on for the rest of his life. 

• 

The laughing, redheaded Menz welcomed me into 
the apartment she'd been sharing with Frazier since 
his last spinal surgery, in 2008. She said, "I have a 
Ph.D. in Frazierology." In addition to running the 
popular Menz Restaurant near Cape May, New 
Jersey with her family, Denise is an interior designer. 
The big front room was full of comfort and grace all 
the way to the glass wall looking onto the terrace. 

She had designed and furnished the luxurious 
5,000-square-foot penthouse in the building that 
housed Joe Frazier's Gym, on Philadelphia's North 
Broad Street. That's where Frazier lived for decades. 

She and Frazier moved to this apartment when 
the last surgery on his spine meant he could no 
longer manage the three flights of stairs to the 
penthouse. He shut down the gym at the same 
time, ending its 40-year history as one of the best 
places on the planet to learn to box. 

Joe Frazier made millions back when a million 
meant something. At the end he was not rich, but 
he was far from destitute. He had a pension from 
a trust fund socked away while he was boxing, 
and he augmented that income with personal 
appearances and merchandising. 

Over the decades, when Denise got mad at 
Frazier, it was usually over women. The first time, 
she said, she was devastated. "I was so naive. I 
knew I was the other woman, but I didn't know 
there were others." 

She told a painfully funny story of being in a 
hotel with Joe only to find out he had three other 
women in the same hotel. At one point his infidelity 
prompted her to storm off and join her sister and 
brother in starting their family business. Its success 
kept her busy, but Joe would always finagle a way 
to lure her back. 

Joe's wife, Florence, knew about the two 
children he had with Rosetta, but he kept her from 
knowing about the other women and the other 
children born outside their marriage. His daughter 
Weatta remembers how the news broke. One day 
Florence answered the phone at home and it was 
a woman wanting to talk to Joe because their little 
boy was sick. Florence divorced Joe in 1985. 

Denise called it quits a few times, but there she 
was. Though she still tended to her business, she 
found and furnished the apartment, then stayed by 
Frazier's side throughout his time in the hospital and 
during his recovery. Denise never had children, but 
she talks about Joe's as if they were her own. 

"I couldn't find any to replace her," said Frazier. 

• 

Cloverlay bought a warehouse on North Broad 
Street and carved joe frazier's gym in stone on the 
front. The gym was the center of Frazier's life for 
the next 40 years. Frazier and Yank arranged the 
workout area and showers. On the second floor, 
they built bedrooms and a kitchen for boxers. 
Sparring partners and other fighters flocked in. 
Frazier hired coach Val Colbert to teach anybody 
who wandered through the door. There were no 
gym fees. Frazier paid all expenses, from heat and 
lights to medical and pension plans for Colbert and 
other employees. Yank Durham recruited trainer 
Eddie Futch to work with Frazier full time. 

In camp, Frazier battered his sparring partners 


and then atoned by deliberately losing money to 
them at cards or dice. He could crack the ribs of 
even the great Larry Holmes, because, says Holmes, 
"I was young and he was Joe Frazier." His doctor 
was worried about Frazier's high blood pressure, 
but Joe hushed it up and kept on. Harold Weston, 
longtime matchmaker for Madison Square Garden, 
met Frazier in a training camp. Weston was amazed 
by Frazier's work ethic. "Talk about dedicated. I 
said, 'Oh my God. Well, if that's what it takes to be 
him, then that's what I've got to do.' Then I heard 
Joe Frazier say, 'I'm willing to die in this ring to 
win.'" 

Frazier invested money and bought a handsome

seven-bedroom home on a few acres in a posh 
Philly suburb. His kids were delivered to good 
schools every morning by limousine. 

• 

It's dark and late and Frazier is in the Escalade's 
shotgun seat while his manager, Les Wolff, drives. 
Behind them are Denise's niece Leslie, her friend 
-Diane and Diane's husband, Jim. Joe and Les 
debate which bar to go to. Joe says, "I want to be 
with black people." Les shrugs and says, "Okay." 
None of the five white people in the car are 
offended. We're on Hook Road, and Joe guides us 
to Dixon's, a little blue-collar juke joint with a gravel 
parking lot carved out of the dark. "When I want to 
get lost," Joe says, "this is where I come." 

The music is loud and the lights are dim. The 
instant Frazier opens the door a shout goes up: "It's 
Smokin' Joe." He leads us down the bar, grasping 
hands that reach for him. We slip into a big booth 
and the bartender asks Joe who his friends are. 

"This is my family," he says, waving an arm to 
include us all. The bartender smiles at us and says, 
"Really? You're his family?" All our moon-pale 
faces nod and say, "Yes, indeed." 

Joe sends a handful of coins to the jukebox with 
instructions about which buttons to push. When 
his music comes up, it's old and hot and hard. Joe 
leaves his cane in the booth and invites Leslie to 
dance. Soon the bartender joins in, then others. 

And there's Joe Frazier, bent but grooving, 
surrounded by women, dancing the night away. 

• 

Frazier was set to fight Ali on March 8, 1971. Two 


days before, Philadelphia police escorted Frazier 
to New York City. In his gold Cadillac, the usually 
friendly fighter was so silent and grim that the cops 
joked about taking an order for his last meal. 

In Manhattan a contingent of New York cops 
met the Cadillac and guarded his hotel room. When 
fight time came the police smuggled Frazier into 
Madison Square Garden through an underground 
tunnel to avoid the mobs outside. Inside, the 
Garden was crammed with high rollers, glittering 
with excitement. 

The bout can be seen in many formats, from 
DVDs to the internet, and the images sear through 
time. It was ferocious and close. Frazier's left hook, 
which Ali privately called "that evil thing," put Ali 
on the deck in the 15th round. He survived to the 
final bell, but the spell was broken. Frazier deserved 
the decision and he got it. 

As soon as he got back from having his swollen 
jaw x-rayed, Ali announced that Frazier hadn't 
really beaten him, later adding that it was a "white 
man's" decision. But everyone who saw it knew the 
truth. 

Over the decades since, Frazier has been quoted 
forgiving Ali for the nastiness almost as often as 
he's said bitter things about him. In Frazier's many 
public appearances, he told me, "they always want 
me to talk about him, though I don't want to." 
Naturally I asked him too: Are you still mad at him? 
He said, "Sitting here relaxing? No, not at all. But 
if I get to thinking about it? Yes." Maybe the best 
part of forgiving is forgetting. But we never let 
Frazier do that. We kept bringing it up. 

After the fight Frazier was sick, his blood 
pressure spiking. He didn't want the world to 
think Ali had hurt him, so Yank drove him back 
to Philadelphia, where he checked into a hospital 
secretly. He stayed for a month, being treated and 
visiting with family during the day but sneaking out 
at night to party. 

Now he was the indisputable champion of the 
world, and he had fun. He bought his contract 
from Cloverlay and bought the gym. He bought a 
plantation outside Beaufort for his mother. He was 
invited to address the South Carolina legislature, 
the first black person ever to do so. 

Frazier defended his title twice, and then, in 
January 1973, he fought George -Foreman in 
Jamaica. "George bounced me like a yo-yo," 

Frazier told me. He went down six times before the 
referee stopped the fight. It was gone. The world 
championship now belonged to Foreman. Frazier 
made no excuses. He told me Foreman was just too 
strong for him. 

On August 30, 1973, Frazier's friend, teacher, 
partner and protector Yank Durham died of a 
stroke. Frazier fought on with Eddie Futch in his 
corner. In January 1974, Frazier and Ali met again 
in Madison Square Garden. Neither of them owned 
a title, and compared with their first fight it was a 
drab affair. Ali got the decision. 

Then came October 1975 and the Thrilla in 
Manila, in which the two men nearly killed each 
other. With both Frazier's eyes blinded at the end 
of the 14th round, Futch wisely stopped the fight, 
though Frazier wanted to continue and Ali himself 
was on the verge of collapse. A win for Ali. 

Later Frazier tried Foreman once more, with the 
same result. And that was it. His career as a fighter 
was over at the age of 32. 

But it was not the end of Frazier. The gym was 
busy and attracting talent. Professionals wanted 
Frazier to manage and train them. Excellent trainers 
such as Futch and George Benton worked there 
with their fighters. The gym's amateur team was 
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thriving. 

In the 1990s Frazier's brother Tommy was 
running a limousine service and promoting fight 
cards, and Joe's daughter Jacqui Frazier-Lyde 
opened her law office on the second floor of the 
gym. A wall-size photo of Ali landing on his butt in 
the 1971 bout rose above the sparring ring. Michael 
Spinks, Bernard Hopkins and Meldrick Taylor 
worked out there. Frazier set the tone, demanding 
hard work and respect for the sport, the gym and 
everyone in it. Anybody who didn't want to do it 
Smoke's way could find the door. As many as eight 
fighters at a time were living on the second floor. 

Frazier was divorced and living in the penthouse. 
Days began with Frazier knocking on the fighters' 
doors at five a.m., saying, "Time to go running." In 
his 40s and 50s Frazier ran a mile or two with the 
fighters, then followed them the rest of the way in 
his Cadillac. He got them a healthy breakfast, then 
back to the gym for a rest before the hours of gym 
work began. Smoke kept them out of trouble at 
night with fight videos, television, cards, Ping-Pong 
and music. 

"Smoke kept his private life private," says one 
boxer who trained there. But at 11 p.m., after the 
fighters were all in bed, they'd hear the Cadillac 
pulling out and know he was on the town. Still, 
he'd be there at five a.m. to go running again. 

• 

Joe Frazier supported all his children as they grew 
up and wanted them to have good educations 
and careers. "If I'm man enough to make them, 

I'm man enough to pay for them," he said. All his 
children are successful, except Hector. 

Hector got into trouble in his teens. -Frazier 
took him into the gym and Hector fought under 
the name Joe Frazier Jr. He had talent, but he was 
drawn into drugs and crime and is currently serving 
a long sentence in prison. 

In his apartment the aging Frazier talked about 
his brothers and sisters, how they all had good jobs 
and good kids. Then he stopped for a moment. "I 
guess I'm the only one with a kid in the clink." It 
hurt him. 

Frazier regretted 
not 


education. The management of his finances by his 
business partners irked him. Maybe that added to 
his reluctance to look like a softy or a sap. Butch 
Lewis, for instance, insisted that during Ali's exile, 
Frazier occasionally gave Ali money. Frazier denied 
it flatly. 

Once while remembering the switch his mother 
used on him, Frazier told me he was a strict 
disciplinarian with his kids. Spanked them good. 

I asked his daughter Weatta about that, and she 
laughed. Never happened. Well, she recalled, there 
was once, when they were all little and Marvis 
punched Jacqui. Her dad marched Marvis to the 
basement, saying they were going "to put on the

gloves." He was a loving dad, according to his kids. 
But his daughter Renae said he could give you "that 
look, like he could send you back to Jesus." Then 
you'd know you'd crossed the line. 

Frazier took out his neat black pistol to show 
me, then slipped it back into its hidden holster. He 
said he'd been licensed to carry in Pennsylvania for 
more than 40 years. Has he ever had to use it? No. 
Has he ever pulled it? No. Never any call for it. I 
asked him if he'd had any private fistfights. 

He said, "Not since I became a man." 


Joe Frazier was never afraid of any man 
in a boxing ring. But he was afraid of 
heights, worms, the dark, ghosts and 
bad drivers. 

Frazier and I were alone 
at his table. Denise 
was running an 
errand. They had 
been house 


t 


hunting, and he was talking about the kind of place 
he wanted. "Room enough for the office and the 
kids and the grands. And more doors. I don't like 
living in a place with only one way out." He nodded 
at the windows, which were covered with drapes 
so he wouldn't have to look out at the balcony or 
the 20-floor drop to the street below. "Here, there's 
only one way out unless you want to take the long, 
wrong way." Then he talked about his bedroom. 

"Sometimes it gets cold in there. I'd bet against 
Daddy and Mama, Granddad and my brothers, 
all in the graveyard, that somebody died in that 
room. I can see her between sleeping and waking. 

A lady comes in there, and she never turns around. 

I don't see no face. And I say, 'Why you coming in 
here?' But she don't say nothing, and she walks 
out. I need to move out of this place, because I'm 
afraid of her. I never was afraid when that bell rang. 
Never. I'll drive anywhere I want to go. But I don't 
like staying inside that room. Somebody lost their 
life in there, and they're not happy. Something 
went bad in there." I asked if he'd seen spirits 
before. "No," he said, "but I can dream death and 
bad things. Remember when the plane crashed 
with all the Olympic kids? Marvis was supposed to 
go. The coach wanted him to go. I told him he was 
not going to get on that plane. I had a bad dream 
that the plane crashed. And it happened. I told him, 
'You can't go. Something bad's happening.' And he 
didn't go and it saved his life." 

Frazier was referring to the March 14, 1980 
plane crash in Poland. Seventy-seven people died. 
Twenty-two members of the U.S. amateur boxing 
team were killed on their way to an international 
tournament. 

Marvis Frazier confirms his father's story. He and 
two other members of the gym's amateur team 
were scheduled to compete in Poland. The 20-year- 
old Marvis obeyed his father and stayed home. His 
teammates Tyrone Clayton and Lonnie Young were 
killed in the crash. 

In late summer 2010 Denise was unwell, and 
Frazier insisted she see a doctor. When she needed 
surgery he stayed with her, sleeping in her hospital 
room on a folding cot. When he was hospitalized 
with liver cancer in fall 2011, she slept on a cot in 
his room until she took him home. 

Earlier, they had moved out of the haunted 
apartment into two adjoining apartments. One was 
set up as an office with a little gym where Joe could 
hit the bags. He'd escaped the ghost, and he had 
two exits. 

It was there, with Denise beside him, that Joe 
Frazier died. 

• 

His white coffin lay in state at Philadelphia's Wells Fargo 
Center for two days as thousands of people stood 
in line to pay respect. Thousands more crammed his 
funeral service at the Enon Tabernacle Baptist Church. 
The great boxers came, and politicians and the press. 
Word of his death fired around the world. In his time 
Joe Frazier was one of the most recognizable faces on 
the planet, and his death was global news because of 
the three amazing hours he'd spent in the ring decades 
before with Muhammad Ali. But there was always 
.more to Joe Frazier. O 
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IN 1999, ESPN’S SPORTS CENTURY RANKED THE FIGHT BETWEEN MUHAMMAD ALI AND JOE FRAZIER AS THE

THERE'S SOMETHING ABOUT SPORTS THAT MAKES IT REALLY CLOSE TO THE HEARTS OF 
EVERY FILIPINO. A SIDE FROM THE PHENOMENON THAT IS MANNY PACQUIAO .THE LEGEND 
THAT IS ROBERT JAWORSKI AND THE MAGIC THAT EFREN BATA REYES BRINbS. THERE'S 
SOMETHING MUCH DEEPER THAT MAKES FILIPINOS MORE ATTACHED TO SHORTS. 


M aybe, just maybe, it's an escape route 
to the growing number of problems 
that are written in the front page of 
every newspaper. For every negative 
issue at the front page of the papers, you have a 
Manny Pacquiao, Ginebra and Efren Bata Reyes 
victory at the back of it to compensate. 

It's what separates politics from sports. 

Reading about how an out of school youth, 
who used to sell bread and corn at the streets, 
became one of the most influential people in the 
whole world is much more uplifting than trying 
to ponder on where our country is headed. 

With sports holding such an important place 
in the Philippine psyche, there's a question that 
we need to answer. What is the current state 
of Philippine sports and where are we really 
heading? 

Flashback, 1954, the Philippine men's national 
basketball team won the bronze medal in the 
World Basketball Championships, also in that 
era, we competed in the Olympics and finished 
in the quarterfinals. That continues to be the 
highest finish that an Asian team has ever had 
in both prestigious tournaments. We won four 


gold medals in the first seven Asian basketball 
competitions and our worst performances in that 
era were two bronze medals. In that era, the 
Philippines was considered the best basketball 
team in all of Asia. 

In the present context, the best finish that 
our basketball team has after winning their last 
Asian Basketball gold medal in 1986, was a 
fourth place finish in 1987 and in 2011. In this 
era, we experienced a disgusting 12th place 
finish in 1995 and a rather more disgraceful 
ending in 2003, finishing 15 th out of the 16 
teams in the competition. Also in this era, we 
were given two suspensions from FIBA, one in 
2001 after a leadership dispute in the basketball 
association of the Philippines and the other in 
2007 in an ugly dispute between the Philippine 
Olympic Committee and the Basketball 
Association of the Philippines. This is a far cry 
from the glories that we used to have in the 
'60s. 

It's also interesting to note that the last time 
the Philippines had tasted a medal finish in the 
Olympics was in 1996, in the Atlanta Olympics. 
Mansueto "Onyok" Velasco, before he was 


famous for doing comedy, was robbed of a 
gold medal finish in Atlanta, finishing second 
in a controversial fight against Daniel Petrov in 
Bulgaria. 

Prior to Onyok's successful run in 1996, the 
Philippines has been a consistent podium finisher 
in Olympic boxing in the previous quadrennial 
games, with Onyok's brother, Roel, finishing 
bronze in the 1992 Barcelona Olympics and Light 
Flyweight pug Leopoldo Serantes also getting 
the same prestige in Seoul in 1988. 

Right now, we're even lucky to have a 
contingent in the Olympics. 

It's really mindboggling if you would look 
at it. How can a sports crazy country like 
the Philippines do so badly in international 
tournaments? Sure, there are the likes of Manny 
Pacquiao and Dennis Orcollo right now who are 
the kings of their respective sports, but what 
about the others? What about the sports we 
dominated before? Again, it all boils down to 
the question, where are we really heading? 

Currently in Philippine sports, the headlines 
are usually dominated by basketball and 
news about our international pugs. The ever 
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controversial Azkals have also been making 
waves, but it's still a far cry from what Philippine 
football aficionados have been hoping for. 

The problem at hand right now is that the 
Philippine system is still lukewarm at what sport 
it's going to support. As tough as it is to admit, 
there's a thin line between politics, business 
and sports in the Philippine context. That is why 
you necessarily see the Azkals gain more media 
attention than let's say, Donnie Nietes (A world 
champion boxer) or why Azkals naysayers are 
saying that the Philippine Dragon boat team 
which has been riding on a major success 
nowadays should be getting more exposure than 
them who in their words 'mgapang-model', 
never mind the fact that these people who are 
calling for more support for the Dragon boat 
team never really knew the team existed before 
they started making waves recently. 

In a political scope, there's also a reason why 
we can't garner some of the best athletes and 
come up with a significant stand on a certain 
sport. Right now, the Philippine men's national 
basketball team is backed and funded by 
business tycoon Manuel V. Pangilinan, hence 
the name Smart-Gilas National Basketball team, 
and it's not a bad thing really, given that MVP 
really has given his share in reviving the team 
for a sport we once dominated. But since it's a 


Pangilinan backed team, you don't necessarily 
see players playing for professional teams in the 
other side of the fence don the national colors. 

Once again, it all boils down to politics and 
the lukewarm support system. Doubters would 
call out the Azkals for their looks and for their 
lack of success in recent competitions, never 
mind the fact that what they did was a huge 
step for Philippine football, given our previous 
showings (or lack thereof) in international 
football competitions, never mind the fact that 
teams need the time to grow together and 
success isn't earned overnight. As sports fans, 
we have the responsibility to wait and be patient 
on where the team is heading and not cut them 
off as soon as they start hitting the cellar. 

Also, it all boils down to the lack of 
responsibility for team owners and stake holders. 
Doubters would always call out one side in a 
sports-related dispute but let the other one 
off the hook because they weren't particularly 
involved, never mind the fact that the Philippines 
isn't like the United States of America or China 
wherein given their population and their focus 
on sports, they can basically make factions and 
still be competent in an international context. As 
leaders, there always has to be a time wherein 
business has to be put in second and a clear 
vision and goal should always be the first priority. 


Just because one particular business tycoon 
supports a sport, doesn't mean you shouldn't 
support it. If we all want to regain the respect 
of the world when it comes to competency in 
sports, compromising for the sake of it is a good 
start. 

At the end of the day it all boils down to 
support. Sure, we lack funds, but we have very 
good athletes which can mitigate the problem 
in the funding. We have businessmen who are 
sports fans which have and will continue to give 
out support to teams which they deem has the 
potential. But at the end of the day, all of that 
will be put to waste if we continue to carry on in 
this kind of system. 

As idealistic as it may sound, all of this can be 
fixed as the problem has already been identified. 
It's just a matter of making a united stand if we 
really want to regain the respect of everybody 
when it comes to sports. We have all the pieces, 
it's all about bringing them all together. 

If we can eradicate the concept of politics in 
the culture of sports and inculcate a sense of 
unity, then the Filipinos will have more things to 
celebrate about while reading the back pages of 
their daily newspapers.

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RS: Before being a renowned coach, what was your 
first job and what were your duties? 

TC: I'm not sure you'd call it a job because I wasn't 
paid for it, but I wanted to be a writer conning 
out of college and spent time working on a novel. 
After a year or so, and after running out of money, 

I started a beef business with my father's partner 
at the time. We produced aged beef and sold it to 
expats around Metro Manila. 

RS: How did you progress through these 
experiences and eventually find yourself in the 
Philippine sports industry? 

TC: As the story goes, I grew up together with Mr. 
Fred Uytengsu, the owner of Alaska, and attended 
the same high school, though he was much 
younger than me. When I returned from college 
and came back to Manila, we met up again and 
I started going to the Alaska games with him. I 
became an unofficial consultant to him initially, and 
then after working with Vintage as an analyst, I 
became an official consultant, then assistant coach, 
and eventually the head coach. It was April, 1989 
when I officially coached my first game as Alaska 
Head Coach. 

RS: You moved to the Philippines when you were 
9. How was it like growing up in Oregon? Do you 
have any recollection of challenges in adjustment 
to the culture and the change of cities, when you 
moved to Manila? 

TC: I was born and raised in Roseburg, Oregon, 
a very small town of 15,000 people. When I first 
arrived in Manila, we went directly to Baler, Quezon 
to live. I attended the public school there for a year 
before returning to Manila and then attending the 
International School of Manila where I graduated 
high school. Going to the public school in Baler 
was, of course, a culture shock for me. I was the 
first Caucasian boy to be seen in the area at that 
time and I created quite a stir. Oftentimes, there 
were crowds out front of the school waiting to get 
a glimpse of my sister and myself. Little did I know 
that I was already getting practice for the life of a 
celebrity that I would have as a PBA coach later on. 
RS: Did you have to go through a remarkable 
phase, early in your life, that gave you a wake-up 
call? 

TC: I was a pretty conservative kid growing up. I 
didn't drink alcohol or take drugs and didn't get 
into trouble much. 

RS: Growing up, did you always have a growing 
curiosity to excel in sports? Were you the athletic 
guy in school? 

TC: Yes, I was deeply into sports growing up, 
both as a fan and as a player. In high school, I was 
known as the jock and I really defined myself by 
my athletics. Needless to say, basketball was my 
number one sport, but I also wrestled and played 
volleyball in high school, and I was a huge baseball 
and American football fan growing up. I knew every 
statistic out there. I always amazed my friends of 
my knowledge of professional sports. I was also a 
huge MICAA fan and Meralco, first, was my team, 
and then later, I was a Toyota fan. Ironically, I hated 
Crispa. Ironic, because my idol now is Baby Dalupan 
who used to coach Crispa. 

RS: When you were starting in this industry, who 
did you look up to when it comes to work ethic? 

TC: No doubt, it was my boss, Fred Uytengsu. No 
one gives a more honest effort day to day than 
Fred, and that's in anything he does, whether it is 
work, or participating in his ironman workouts, or 
dealing with his friends, or being with his family. 

He's a man who gives his all 24 hours a day. He has 
the most incredible work ethic I have ever seen. 

RS: You are one of the proponents of the PBA's 
golden era. Basketball has also gone global, with 
a following for other national teams, by our locals 
themselves. How else, through your own efforts, 
do you promote the PBA, apart from brilliantly 
coaching BMEG? 


TC: Brilliantly? You're too kind. Hardly brilliant, 
but in any case, its amazing to see how global 
basketball has become in the last 10-20 years. I 
had the great honor to coach the National Team in 
the 1998 Asian Games and would have liked the 
opportunity to do so again. I was asked to consult 
with the currently forming Gilas National Team, 
but had to decline Coach Chot's invitation, though 
I hope to be able to help sometime in the near 
future. 

RS: Do you draw basketball knowledge from other 
coaches, from whichever nationality? Which ones? 
TC: Early in my career, I was impacted by watching 
and observing Pat Riley and Chuck Daily. Later, 
after discovering the Triangle of the Chicago Bulls, 

I was greatly influenced by Phil Jackson and Tex 
Winter, the architect of the Triangle. Locally, again, 
Baby Dalupan was the coach I wanted to emulate. I 
loved the way Baby would make great players work 
together. I also enjoyed locking horns with Ron 
Jacobs who was a brilliant coach. I learned so much 
competing head to head with him. 

RS: Do your players have qualms about joining 
Smart Gilas? What's your take about the ever 
developing team? 

“EARLY IN MY CAREER, I WAS 
IMPACTED BY WATCHING AND 
OBSERVING PAT RILEY AND CHUCK 
DAILY. LATER, AFTER DISCOVERING 
THE TRIANGLE OF THE CHICAGO 
BULLS, I WAS GREATLY INFLUENCED 
BY PHIL JACKSON AND TEX WINTER, 

THE ARCHITECT OF THE TRIANGLE. 
LOCALLY, AGAIN, BABY DALUPAN WAS 
THE COACH I WANTED TO EMULATE. I 
LOVED THE WAY BABY WOULD MAKE 
GREAT PLAYERS WORK TOGETHER. I 
ALSO ENJOYED LOCKING HORNS WITH 
RON JACOBS WHO WAS A BRILLIANT 
COACH. I LEARNED SO MUCH 
COMPETING HEAD TO HEAD WITH HIM”. 

TC: Every one of them was incredibly honored to be 
picked. With the travel and playing different types 
of teams and players internationally, it is really quite 
fun to be a part of the National Team. Incredibly 
taxing too, though, and very tough on the family. 
Plus you have to be concerned with need of your 
mother team since they are paying your salary. So 
there's a lot that goes on in terms of choosing to 
play for the National Team. 

RS: Do you have a favorite PBA coach? Who among 
them is one you deem commendable, possibly have 
a high regard for? 

TC: As I mentioned, through the years, it was Baby 
Dalupan and Ron Jacobs. Not everyone realizes 
that my first Finals Appearance was Baby Dalupan's 
last PBA championship. We faced off in a best of 
five series and we led 2-0 before "the Maestro" 
came back and won the last three games for the 
championship. I was crushed at the time, but now 
I look back and I feel greatly honored to have been 
able to face him. 

Chot Reyes, who's a great friend and a former 
assistant coach of mine, is a great coach and 
someone I currently have a high regard for. There 
are many others, Yeng Guiao, Jong Uichico, and 
of course, Senator Robert Jaworski and Norman 
Black amongst others. The PBA has incredibly 
sophisticated coaching, and the young ones coming 
in seem to add to that all the time. 


RS: It was never stipulated in press releases the 
reasons for you leaving Aces. When we asked 
PLAYBOY fans the one question they'd ask from 
you, this is what they're curious about. Do you have 
any message to fans about this transition? 

TC: It was really about wanting to grow as a person 
and go in a different direction. I loved my stay 
with Alaska. It was the best 23 years of my life, 
and I loved working for Fred Uytengsu who took 
incredibly good care of me for those 23 years, both 
financially and as a friend. As I said then, I just 
wanted to see if I could take what I learned from 
the Alaska organization and from Fred himself and 
see if I could make it work in a different setting. I 
was curious. I know curiosity kills the cat, but so far 
I'm still breathing, thankfully. 

RS: Frankie Lim used to be one your players. Now, 
he is a coach. How was he as a player, and do you 
think his style as a player translates to his coaching? 
TC: Frankie was our team captain and our lead 
point guard, and he was a gifted leader. Those are 
always great requirements to become a really good 
coach and he has shown that in his coaching career. 
RS: How do you find Johnny Abarrientos and 
Jeffrey Cariaso as your assistant coaches? 

TC: I love the two of them to death and always 
have. Johnny is a great coach because he is given 
great respect from the players in the league because 
they know what type of player he was and what 
kind of person he is. He "sees" the game very, very 
well. He has great instincts. Jeff, on the other hand, 
is very relational and knows how to empathize with 
players, which are tremendous ingredients for a 
great pro coach. I look forward to both of them 
making impacts as head coaches in the future. 

RS: What are your thoughts and reflections about 
being a part of SMART-Gilas Pilipinas? 

TC: Actually, I'm not currently a part of the Smart- 
Gilas Plipinas team, although I was invited by Chot 
Reyes to be a part of the staff. But I think they're 
off to a good start and they are well-supported. 

RS: Who do you think is the best coach for SMART 
Gilas- Pilipinas? 

TC: Without even blinking, I would say Chot Reyes 
is the perfect coach for it. He has a great system 
and is not afraid to get inputs from the great 
basketball minds of the country. 

RS: What's your two cents on the issue about 
tapping foreign coaches for the national team? 

TC: I thought Toroman did a great job with the last 
Gilas team and I was surprised he wasn't asked 
back considering the job he did. But really, I have 
two thoughts; one, there are truly great coaches 
locally so I don't think there is really a need to 
go outside the country, but the other thought is, 
what's important is winning so get the best coach 
for the position whether in or out of the country. 

RS: Toroman has a rigorous training regimen that 
leans towards building close to a European athlete's 
physique. Do you employ a certain fitness discipline 
to your players also, one that is concerned with 
their image per se? 

TC: Image? I'm not an image guy. But in terms of 
training, the PBA is very unique in that we play 11 
months out of the years while other countries play 
at most 7 (most in Asia is only 5). So I've learned 
through the years that you have to be very careful 
with overtraining your players in the PBA. With how 
much we play, it is really is to shorten the careers of 
your key players if you're not careful. 

RS: Do you ever get complaints from players, 
directly or indirectly, about the severity of training? 
TC: No, not really. Although no one likes two-a-day 
practices for which I am supposedly famous for. But 
we do two-a-days for only two or so weeks at a 
time and rarely through the conference. Mostly, I try 
to make sure we practice always for a purpose, not 
just practice 

RS: Who do you think is the most underrated 
player? The most overrated? 
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TC: I'm going to dodge this question 
by saying that the underrated player 
is the one who does all the dirty work 
and doesn't get a lot of attention 
because scoring is not that important 
to him. Those are the guys coaches 
love. The overrated one is the guy 
who focuses on scoring and does 
little else to help the team. He gets 
the attention from fans but is not 
appreciated by his teammates or 
coaches. 

RS: Are there life lessons one could 
simply derive from playing basketball? 
TC: Life lessons abound in basketball 
and sports in general. Learning to 
function within a team is incredibly 
important for the individual since we 
are social beings. There is so much 
more you can accomplish as a team 
than you can as an individual, and that 
is true not only in basketball, but in 
business, family, with friends, etc. As 
John Maxwell says, "One is too small a 
number to achieve greatness." 


RS: From your point of view, how does 
basketball bring forth and raise the 
country's morale? 

TC: It's the "We Can" concept. We 
take, as a country, so much pride 
in our basketball, and when we see 
success in basketball, it spills over to 
everything else we do. It's the same 
with Manny Pacquiao and all that 
he has been able to achieve. We 
derive great inspiration from him, and 
similarly, basketball. 

RS: Do you have governing principles 
that continue to nurture you? Do you 
impart them, by example and by word, 
to your colleagues and players? 

TC: Having and following a value 
system is crucial as a leader. It's like 
the difference between charisma 
and character. Charisma will attract 
followers and give you a chance to 
become a leader, but character will 
sustain your leadership. Character is 
who you really are. Again, quoting 
John Maxwell, "If you have charisma 


without character, it's only a matter of 
time before people find you out." We 
talk about leadership and character to 
the players all the time. It's all about 
growing as a team and as individuals. 
RS: Who/what, in your life, is a steady 
inspiration to keep you driven? 

TC: As for what: I always think 
about being growth conscious rather 
than goal conscious. We always set 
goals and try to reach them, but 
accomplishing goals can allow you 
to just plateau and stop. As long you 
focus on growth, then goals become 
just a part of the life-journey you are 
on and you'll always strive to become 
better. 

As for whom: my wife. My wife is 
incredibly disciplined and inspires me 
to try to be the same. 

RS: Was there ever a time that you 
used your wit or your charm just to 
get what you want? 

TC: Maybe got a call or two from a 
referee. 


RS: Did you ever get out of your way 
to impress a girl? 

TC: My wife, certainly, when we were 
first dating as girlfriend and boyfriend. 
I'd do anything I could to impress her 
back then, though I had very little to 
impress her back then. It was a miracle 
that she married me! 

RS: Do you have a little story for a 
PLAYBOY magazine discovery, back 
when you were younger? 

TC: Playboy growing up was all 
about the Playboy Bunnies and Hugh 
Hefner and the Playboy Mansion. It 
was all incredibly exciting and a little 
bit naughty and something everyone 
dreamed at one time or another to be 
a part of. 

RS: Name one Filipino trait you're 
fond of: 

TC: Generosity. There are not a more 
generous people on the earth.

ichael Jordan is not 
just a legend in sports, 
but he is also a man of 
unique personal style. 
His gravity defying 
leaps and air acrobatics 
earned him the 
nicknames "His Airness" 
and "Air Jordan". As 
an endorser for Nike's 
signature shoes, he has exceeded expectations 
by creating an unprecedented demand for the 
version of the red and black sneakers, that he 
sported during his first season by wearing them 
occasionally, despite that he was fined $5,000 
for each instance citing that it is a violation of 
the NBA's "uniformity of uniform rule". This 
later on led to an entire fashion line called "the 
Jordan Brand". A perfume was created for and 
named after him. Sticking out one's tongue has 
never looked so cool, nor has it been emulated 
as much as when Michael stuck out his while 
driving towards the basket. When Jordan shaved 
his head, bald became beautiful. Kids from all 
over the world wanted to be "Like Mike." 

As if basketball wasn't enough, he also had 
a small stint in baseball's Minor League, a move 
inspired by his father who always envisioned 
Michael as a Major League baseball player. 

Michael Jordan is a cultural icon. He is 
credited by many for having influenced a 
generation of young players. Even LeBron James 


and Dwyane Wade proclaimed Jordan as their 
role model while they were growing up. 

His iconic status does not just lie on his 
basketball skills. He is a powerful image. He 
is an educated man. He may have left the 
University of Carolina prematurely to enter the 
NBA draft, but he returned to complete his 
degree in cultural geography a couple of years 
later. He is a family man. Despite his divorce, he 
continues to be a supportive father, which will 
definitely be a big help to his eldest son Jeffrey 
Jordan, an upcoming basketball player for the 
Univesity of Illinois. He is an entrepreneur and 
a modern American hero.He has participated 
in Nike's P.L.A.Y. (Participate in the Lives of 
America's Youth) advertisements to advocate the 
importance of helping to encourage the younger 
generation to participate in sports where he 
asks, "What if there were no sports? Would I 
still be your hero?" 

He is said to be the "greatest endorser of 
the 20th century" . He was the spokesperson 
for popular brands such as Nike, Coca-Cola, 
Chevrolet, Gatorade, McDonald's, Ball Park 
Franks, Rayovac, Wheaties, Hanes, and MCI. 

He was not just a basketball superstar, he 
was and still is a media superstar. He was on 
the newspapers, the cover of magazines, in 
commercials and yes, he invaded the big screen 
too! 

Despite all the attention, Jordan retained a 
sense of humility, attributing his success to other 


NBA big names, In his book, For The Love of The 
Game: My Story, Jordan wrote, "There is no such 
thing as a perfect basketball player, and I don't 
believe there is only one greatest player either. 
Everyone plays in different eras. I built my talents 
on the shoulders of someone else's talent. I 
believe greatness is an evolutionary process that 
changes and evolves era to era. Without Julius 
Erving, David Thompson, Walter Davis and Elgin 
Baylor there would never have been a Michael 
Jordan. I evolved from them." 

He knows his place in the game, and he 
definitely earned it. But his name and popularity 
has gone beyond basketball. In the court he 
may have been a "god in disguise," as Larry Bird 
once proclaimed. But in the real world he is a 
social icon. He is a representation of American 
virtues—he values family , education, work 
ethic and excellence. He is loved worldwide. 

He simply appeals to a wide variety of cultures, 
probably because his career represents possibility 
itself-that people can actually "just do it".He is 
brilliant in business and in sports.He is likeable, 
simple yet complex. He is both royalty and 
ethnicity. His iconic status is not solely attributted 
to his mastery of basketbal. He is a black hero 
who has managed to transcend racial barriers 
and pave the way for fellow African-Americans 
to create their own success not just in the field 
of sports. He is almost superhuman. He is 
Michael Jordan.

A CANDID CONVERSATION WITH THE N.B.A’S IN-FLIGHT DEMIGOD ON LIFE AFTER MAGIC, BASKETBALL’S EGO WARS AND HIS 

GUARANTEE FOR OLYMPIC GOLD 


At the age of 29, Michael Jeffrey Jordan is almost certainly more popular than Jesus. 
What's more, he has better endorsement deals. Of course, Jordan, unlike John Lennon, 
would never say anything so imprudent. It's not in his nature. Then, too, the estimated 
$21,000, OOO he'll earn in 1992 from product endorsements is dependent on his image 
as the quintessential gentleman, consummate sportsman, clean-living family man and 
modest, down-to-earth levitating demigod. He maintains that image effortlessly, perhaps 
because it's not an image. 

it's hard to resist calling Jordan the greatest basketball player the world has ever seen, 
but he does have his detractors. Over the past year, his greatest achievements-leading the 
Chicago Bulls to their first N.B.A. championship and being named to the United State's 
first pro Olympic basketball team-were counter-balanced by the first widely publicized 
criticisms of Jordan, superstar and citizen. 

They began when Jordan waffled over whether or not he would play in the 1992 
summer Olympics. First he said he didn't think he would because he needed to rest in the 
off-season; then he said he hadn't made up his mind. A rumor began to circulate that the 
real reason for his indecision was his likely Olympic teammate, Detroit Pistons guard Isiah 
Thomas, who is probably the nearest thing to an enemy Jordan has in the N.B.A. Although 
Jordan denied wielding the power of his immense popularity to blackball Thomas, not 
everyone believed him. in the end, and for whatever reasons, Thomas was not initially 
extended an invitation to be a member of the team and Jordan, of course, was. He 
accepted graciously. But it was about that time that he began to sense, as sportswriter Jack 
McCallum put it, "a backlash against his fame, a subtle dissatisfaction with the whole idea 
of Michael Jordan." 

it didn't help that Jordan elected not to join the rest of the Bulls at the White House 


Jim Brown accused Jordan of not doing enough for black youth, the press came to Jordan's 
defense, emphasizing the work of the Michael Jordan Foundation (which raises money for 
25 youth-oriented charities) along with his efforts to fulfill the 75 requests per week he 
receives from sick children who want to sit beside him on the Bulls bench. (Some children 
receive the shoes Jordan wore during the game; one boy who died of leukemia was buried 
in his.) 

Although his White House no-show wasn't popular in the major media, it received 
plaudits in the black press, which interpreted it as Jordan's way of protesting Bush's stands 
on civil rights issues. Then, finally, there was The Jordan Rules, which was supposed to 
play havoc with the Bulls' team chemistry this season. On the contrary, it seemed to make 
the team tougher and more cohesive. Meanwhile, America continues to admire Michael 
Jordan. 

"Going to a Bulls game is like going to a temple, " says Arthur Droge, associate 
professor of New Testament at the University of Chicago's Divinity School. "There's 
definitely a religious component about it and Jordan is the demigod of the moment." 

Or, as Larry Bird put it in 1986, "He is God disguised as Michael Jordan. " 

To track down Jordan, we enlisted sportswriter Mark Vancil, whose rookie season covering 
the Bulls for the Chicago Sun Times coincided with Michael Jordan's first year in the N.B.A. 
As a press-section veteran of innumerable games and championship seasons, Vancil has 
seen a lot of winners. None, in his opinion, matches Michael Jordan. 

"Faster than most of us, Michael seems to have realized that money buys things, but it 
can't buy time. The Bulls public-relations department usually dismisses interview requests 
out of hand. Although Jordan will answer anything inside the walls of a locker room before 
or after a game, his time, particularly in Chicago, is generally off-limits to everyone but 



to meet President Bush (for which he received a mild rebuke from Bulls teammate Horace 
Grant), or that N.F.L. Hall-of-Famer Jim Brown slammed him for not doing enough to 
help black youth. But the un kindest cut of all came from the best-selling book The Jordan 
Rules, in which Chicago Tribune sportswriter Sam Smith depicted Jordan as a sometimes 
tyrannical and fractious presence among his teammates as they made their championship 
drive. 

Despite these cracks in his image, Jordan's mystique and popularity have remained 
intact. The pleasure, delight and sheer wonderment he has brought to millions of 
basketball fans (as well as to patrons of all the products he so engagingly endorses) far 
outweigh any criticisms thus far leveled against him. Most of us would rather remember 
the thrills (and cool sneakers) he's given us. 

Jordan's private side, of course, is not usually that accessible. After nearly being 
trampled by 5000 autograph seekers, Jordan has become cautious about being seen 
anywhere but on the basketball court. He lives his off days by special appointment: eating 
at restaurants after they've dosed, getting what's left of his hair cut after the barbershop 
has locked up for the evening, shopping in stores after usual business hours. It is ironic 
that 30 years after the end of segregation in public places, one of the most famous black 
Americans often has to use the back entrance. 

Even if the private Mike has been fast-breaking out of the public eye, the public Jordan 
plays a commanding in-your-face game. He once told NBC's Maria 5hriver, "Even my 
mistakes have been perfect," and that seems to be the case. Take the Jordan backlash, for 
instance. Nearly all the newspaper columnists who questioned his hesitation to go to the 
Olympics also mentioned how Isiah Thomas led his humiliated Detroit Pistons teammates 
off the floor in last year's Eastern Conference play-offs without shaking hands with the 
victorious Bulls. For many sports fans, such unsportsmanlike conduct was reason enough 
for Thomas to be excluded from the Olympic team, whether or not Jordan liked him. When 


family, friends and contractual obligations. 

"With that in mind, I suggested we talk on the road. He agreed and we arranged 
to meet during an extended early-season road trip that started in Oakland and moved 
through Seattle, Denver, Los Angeles, Portland and Sacramento. The first session was on 
Thanksgiving in Portland. 

"He talked for almost 90 minutes, and another session was scheduled for game day the 
following afternoon. The Bulls had won three straight on the trip and ten in a row overall, 
but Portland would be a test. With the game less than six hours away, Jordan seemed 
anxious. He talked about the Smith book, citing specifics that other writers had asked him 
about. / should go to Sacramento, he said. 7 don't know anybody there. We'I I be able to 
finish up in my room.' 

"After a grueling double-overtime victory over Portland, Jordan didn't appear capable 
of getting to his room. Back spasms left him sprawled on a table, the pain so intense that 
Jordan, still in uniform more than 40 minutes after the game, had to be helped to the team 
bus while his clothes were packed. 

"He called at four PM. the next day. 'Come on up,' he said. 'I've got about thirty 
minutes.' Once I reached his suite, a huge pregame meal arrived: a steak, potato skins, 
a pitcher of orange juice, water and a salad. Jordan was moving without hesitation. As 
evidenced by his appearance in 234 straight games, he has always been able to fight 
through pain. A full day of therapy had eliminated the back spasms, and in an apparently 
effortless performance that night, Jordan scored 30 points. The Bulls coasted through the 
final paces of a perfect road trip. An hour after the game, Jordan called and agreed to one 
last session. 

"We began our conversation with a topic much on the minds of the basketball world: 
Magic Johnson."

PLAYBOY: How did you get the news 
about Magic? 

JORDAN: His agent, Lon Rosen, left me 
a message at practice and he said it's an 
emergency, he's got to talk to me. When 
I called him back, he told me, "Magic's 
having a press conference today. He's going 
to retire. He tested positive for HIV." 
PLAYBOY: Where were you when he told 
you? 

JORDAN: I was driving home. I almost 
drove off the road. I said, "This has to be 
some kind of sick joke." He said, "Well, 
Earvin wants to talk to you." So he gave 
me Earvin's number and I called him at 
home. He was as calm as you and I. I said 
to him, "Damn, you're calmer than I am. 

I'm about to drive off the road." He said, "I 
just want you to continue on with your life. 
I'm going to be fine, my baby's going to be 
fine, my wife is fine." 

PLAYBOY: Before Magic's announcement, 
did players ever talk about AIDS? 

JORDAN: We were aware of it, but 
most guys never thought of it happening 
to heterosexuals. It was always gays, 
drug users and people who got it from 
transfusions. But it slapped me right in the 
face. From all angles, it slapped me. 
PLAYBOY: Have you been tested? 
JORDAN: I've been tested for the last two 
years. 

PLAYBOY: Why? 

JORDAN: Because I've had insurance 
policies that demanded it. 

PLAYBOY: Would it surprise you if there 
were other sports figures who tested 
positive? 

JORDAN: No. 

PLAYBOY: Would it have surprised you 
before Magic's announcement? 

JORDAN: One of your prime personalities 
has gone public and said he got it 
through promiscuity. He wasn't the only 
promiscuous athlete. I'm pretty sure he 
won't be the last. 

PLAYBOY: What was your relationship 
with Magic early on in your career? 
JORDAN: I liked him when I was in high 
school. They used to call me Magic Jordan. 
My first car had a license plate with Magic 
Jordan on it. It was a 1976 Grand Prix. 
PLAYBOY: Things were pretty strained 
between you when you first got into the 
league, weren't they? 

JORDAN: There was a little bit of envy 
because of the way I came into the league. 
Magic came in with even more flair and 
even more success. And he should have 
been even bigger than I was in terms of 
endorsements and business opportunities. 
But he wasn't marketed that way. And I 
was fortunate to have good people. So 
there was some envy. 

PLAYBOY: How did the two of you get 
over it? 

JORDAN: During my third year, he invited 
me out to play in his summer charity 
game. We ironed out our differences in 
private in the locker room and we began a 
relationship. 

PLAYBOY: There are some differences 
you haven't ironed out. What's the story 
with you and Isiah Thomas and the alleged 
Jordan freeze-out at the 1985 N.B.A. All- 
Star game? Do you think they were really 
denying you the ball? 

JORDAN: If you go back and look at the 
film, you can see that Isiah was actually 
doing that. Once it started getting around 
that he was freezing me out, that's when 
the ill feelings started to grow between us. 
PLAYBOY: There were some problems even 
before the game, weren't there? 

JORDAN: That was my first All-Star game. 

I stayed in my room most of the time 
because I didn't know what to do. None 
of my teammates were there. I didn't 


want to be out in a situation that I wasn't 
comfortable with. The one time I did go 
out, I got on an elevator with Isiah Thomas 
to go downstairs for a league meeting. 

That was the first time I met him. And 
I said, "Hello, how ya doin'?" That's all 
I said. I was really intimidated because I 
didn't know him and I didn't want to get 
on his nerves. I didn't want to seem like a 
rookie. You know, to just be so stupid. So 
I was quiet. I stayed in the corner. When I 
went down in the room for the meeting, I 
still didn't say anything. After the weekend 
was over, it got back to me that I was 
arrogant and cocky and I wouldn't even 
speak to Isiah on the elevator, that I gave 
him the cold shoulder. And I'm saying Isiah 
Thomas initiated it all. 

PLAYBOY: How did that make you feel? 
JORDAN: I was really disappointed and 
upset because I never wanted to step on 
anybody's toes. When I came into the 
league, I considered myself the lowest 
on the totem pole. I'm a rookie, now let 
me work my way up. When I started with 
the Bulls, they wanted me to be a vocal 
leader, but I told coach Kevin Loughery 
that I didn't feel comfortable doing that. 
We had all these guys with six or seven 
years in the league and I was in my first 
year. How could I tell these guys this and 
that? The best way I could do it was just to 
go out and play hard. And that's the way 
I've always treated it. They took that as 
disrespect and misinterpreted that whole 
weekend. 

PLAYBOY: The next game after the All-Star 
break was at home against Detroit. How 
did you react? 

JORDAN: Normally, I would smile and 
enjoy myself, but I was serious the whole 
game. It was a grudge game from my 
standpoint. And the next day, the headlines 
read Jordan Gets His Revenge, Scores 49. 
That's all Isiah needed to see. It was a 
competition from that point. I always tried 
to respect him and be kind, but I always 
would hear talk that he was saying things 
about me behind my back. I just said, Well, 
I'm gonna stop trying to be nice. Screw it. 
Just play basketball. We don't have to be 
best of friends. 

PLAYBOY: Was that experience ultimately 
good for you? 

JORDAN: Well, it taught me about the 
jealousy that you deal with on this level. 

But at the same time, this is a business. 

I'm going to take advantage of all the 
opportunities. If they were in my shoes, 
they would do the exact same thing. 
PLAYBOY: Other players were jealous of 
your success in endorsements and business 
dealings? 

JORDAN: Right. But why must I squander 
my opportunities because those guys 
never got that opportunity? They don't 
want me to have it and they're going to 
be pissed at me if I do it? Screw that. And 
some people may view that as wrong. I 
see people writing letters to the editor: 

"I'm tired of seeing Michael Jordan's face 
everywhere." Who are you? Because if you 
were where I am, you'd be doing the same 
thing. I'm not going to let that bother me. 
This is a business. I want to take advantage 
of my opportunities and walk away from 
the game financially set. I'm not doing 
anything that anybody else in my position 
wouldn't do. 

PLAYBOY: When did you adjust to being 
a celebrity? 

JORDAN: My fourth year. 

PLAYBOY: Not until then? 

JORDAN: I was really liking it up until 
about my fourth year. But that's when you 
start getting tired. Your moods start to 
change. People start taking advantage of 
your niceness. And you want more time for 


yourself. You change your whole attitude. 
I'm starting to be more open about 
everything. Before I was hesitant about 
saying how I feel. 

PLAYBOY: What do you mean? 

JORDAN: I'll tell you if I don't like 
something. Before I would just keep it to 
myself. Now I'm becoming a little more 
opinionated because people have become 
more opinionated about me. 

PLAYBOY: Let's talk a little about your 
public image. Why didn't you go to the 
White House when President Bush invited 
the team? 

JORDAN: I didn't want to go. I had 
something else to do. Before I would have 
said, "Well, I had my reasons." I'd do it 
in a very respectful way. But that's none 
of your business. The Bulls knew I wasn't 
going, so why must I tell you? Go ask them 
why I didn't go. They knew. I make my 
stand now because it's easy for people to 
take advantage of me and become more 
opinionated about things that I choose to 
do. I may not be in agreement with what 
people want me to do. Who gives a damn? 
They don't live the life that I try to live. Do I 
ask them why they go to the bathroom? 
PLAYBOY: They don't have to deal with 
what you deal with. 

JORDAN: Right, they don't. People say 
they wish they were Michael Jordan. OK, 
do it for a year. Do it for two years. Do 
it for five years. When you get past the 
fun part, then go do the part where you 
get into cities at three A.M. and you have 
fifteen people waiting for autographs 
when you're as tired as hell. Your knees 
are sore, back's sore, your body's sore, and 
yet you have to sign fifteen autographs at 
three in the morning. 

PLAYBOY: What happens if you don't? 
JORDAN: Somebody will take a shot, 
saying, "Oh, look at him." On one road 
trip, we got into Denver at three in the 
morning and there were people sitting in 
the hotel lobby. I was tired. I said, "I'm 
sorry, please, I'm tired." Then I heard, "I 
guess that's the Jordan rules." I just kept 
on walking. One of these days I'm going to 
say, "Go screw yourself." Maybe when I'm 
walking out of the league. 

PLAYBOY: Tell us about your championship 
season. Was it as turbulent as it was 
described in The Jordan Rules? 

JORDAN: I haven't read it. 

PLAYBOY: In the book, Sam Smith 
remarked on all the tickets you got to a 
sold-out game in last year's finals. The 
implication was that you were being 
afforded preferential treatment. Are your 
Bulls tickets free? 

JORDAN: I buy every damn ticket. Ain't 
nobody giving me tickets. I pay for all those 
fifty-dollar box-seat tickets I give to little 
kids. For all the loose tickets that I may 
have after a game that I do not use and 
I give to [Bulls forward] Scottie Pippen, 
give to [Bulls forward] Horace Grant, give 
to people, I pay for them all. I don't ask 
them to pay me back. I spent one hundred 
thousand dollars on tickets last year that 
I didn't get back. That's money that I paid 
the Bulls and other teams. So don't bitch at 
me about all the tickets I spread around. 
PLAYBOY: What was your contact with 
the author? 

JORDAN: [Bulls vice president of 
operations Jerry] Krause and I are the most 
criticized people in the book, but we're the 
only two that didn't go to lunch with this 
dude. It's like he was planning to kill us 
anyway, so why take us to lunch? 
PLAYBOY: Did you expect that this sort of 
thing would happen to you one day? 
JORDAN: I knew people were going to 
start taking shots at me. You get to a 
point where people are going to get tired 


of seeing you on a pedestal, all clean 
and polished. They say, Let's see if there's 
any dirt around this person. But I never 
expected it to come from inside. Sam tried 
to make it seem like he was a friend of 
the family for eight months. But the family 
talked about all this hatred they have for 
me. I mean, if they had so much hatred 
for me, how could they play with me? 

Why didn't they go to [Bulls owner] Jerry 
Reinsdorf and ask him to trade me? I don't 
know how we won if there was so much 
hatred among all of us. It looked like we all 
got along so well. 

PLAYBOY: Let's get back to the 
championship drive. You seem to feel that 
it wasn't enough to win the N.B.A. title, 
you had to do it the right way. 

JORDAN: When we were beating Philly 
in the play-offs last year and Detroit was 
going against Boston, everyone was 
saying, "I hope Boston wins." I said, No 
way. If we're going to go, we have to 
go the hardest route, or else as a team, 
we're going to get criticized for it. First of 
all, Scottie Pippen would never redeem 
himself from having those three headaches, 
or whatever he had, in the final 1990 
conference championship game against 
the Pistons. As a team we would never live 
it down because we always faltered under 
Detroit's pressure. No one really gained 
respect from Detroit players. 

PLAYBOY: It would have reflected badly 
on you, too. 

JORDAN: All of that would have been 
right on my shoulders. Yeah, you won a 
championship, people would have said, 
but you didn't go through Detroit to do it. 

I didn't want that crap to happen. I wanted 
to go the hardest route. 

PLAYBOY: There was also the matter of 
how you compared to Magic and Larry 
Bird, 

JORDAN: When it came to comparisons, 
this is what always knocked me out of the 
top two players: People would always say, 
"All these great plays and he's never taken 
his team to a championship." So I wanted 
to go through one of those two. It worked 
out perfect. 

PLAYBOY: Magic made his teammates 
better. That's something you've been 
accused of failing to do. 

JORDAN: The championship was my 
opportunity to show I'm not just a scorer. 
That was the challenge when everyone 
tried to make it a one-on-one situation, 
Magic versus Michael. I realized that. But 
you know, I told people that if we got to 
the Finals, we were going to win, if I have 
anything to do with it. I might never get 
this opportunity again. And when I got to 
the Finals, all I tried to do was plug holes- 
-scoring, passing, rebounding, whatever- 
just as they had portrayed Magic as doing. 
PLAYBOY: Was there a particular moment 
in the year when you thought, Maybe we 
can go all the way? 

JORDAN: When we beat Detroit before 
the All-Star game. 

PLAYBOY: That early? 

JORDAN: We beat them in Detroit. We 
hadn't beaten them in Detroit for about 
ten games, and once we did, it gave us 
confidence. We needed to know that 
we could beat them on their court. In 
the conference championship series the 
year before, we had defended our home 
court well. But we went up there and got 
stomped in game seven. 

PLAYBOY: Let's talk about the Detroit 
series in last year's play-offs. You blew 
through New York and Philadelphia, and 
then came the Pistons. 

JORDAN: We were waiting for this. We 
had the home-court advantage. And we 
defended our home court the last six or 
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seven times. The first game was a key 
because you knew they were going to 
throw shit at us. Pippen knew what Dennis 
Rodman was going to do. He couldn't let 
him get into his head. Just play, turn your 
face and keep going. We won both games 
in Chicago, so we went up to Detroit and 
said, Let's sweep them. 

PLAYBOY: Could you see the fear in their 
eyes? 

JORDAN: Yeah. They couldn't rattle 
us. They tried everything to rattle our 
confidence. 

PLAYBOY: Such as? 

JORDAN: Throwing punches, throwing 
guys at you, talking shit. So I'm saying, 

Well, these guys talk trash all the damn 
time to everybody. Let's see if they can 
handle some trash-talking back to them. 

So I started talking it to 'em. With Mark 
Aguirre, I said, "This is not your home. 
You're not in Chicago anymore. You live in 
Detroit. This is our home." Rodman, I said, 
"Rodman, best defensive player? Jump 
your ass over here if you think you're the 
best defensive player in the league." And 
that irritated the hell out of him. Every 
time he'd go past me, boom, knee me in 
the corner, knee me in the back. He was 
trying to frustrate me. And I was trying to 
do exactly what he would do. I'm trying to 
knock the hell out of Rodman. I'm telling 
Scottie to bring him off the screen-boom, I 
knock him. Rodman got pissed off because 
we were doing the same shit that he would 
do. I knew I was getting to him. 

PLAYBOY: Have Pistons players tried to 
hurt you? 

JORDAN: Laimbeer has. The first time it 
happened, I thought it was just an initiation 
into the league. And then the crap started 
happening every time on the break, he 
and I angling off at the break. He doesn't 
even try to block the shot. His whole body 
is coming at me. And I'm going up in the 
air, I can lose control, anything can happen. 
I'm irritated by it but I handle it. I'm waiting 
for my last year. 

PLAYBOY: Is Laimbeer worse than the rest 
of them, even Rodman? 

JORDAN: No, I think Rodman and 
Laimbeer are just alike. They try to live up 
to their image of being assholes. 

PLAYBOY: The Detroit series was a 
remarkably thorough beating. 

JORDAN: That's why they walked off the 
court. We embarrassed them. To sweep 
them four-zip, it was embarrassing. 
Defending champions, embarrassing. It was 
like good overriding evil. 

PLAYBOY: What do you mean by "evil"? 
JORDAN: It was their style of basketball. If 
you knock a person down on a hard foul, 
you pick that man up and say, "Are you all 
right?" The Pistons will knock you down, 
then, if possible, kick you. They try to use 
that crap as an intimidator. The evil came 
out of their attitude, the unsportsmanlike 
actions. That bad-boy image brought them 
some gold, but it also brought them a lot 
of shame. 

PLAYBOY: It drives Detroit nuts to hear 
you say things like that. They feel you don't 
give them any respect. 

JORDAN: Respect for what? 

PLAYBOY: All their success. 

JORDAN: It's true. Everybody knows it. 

They were smart enough to utilize their 
image and win. They didn't win just off 
brute force. They had talent enough to 
win. But they could still have that talent 
without the brutality. 

PLAYBOY: Did it surprise you during the 
last game when they walked off the floor 
before time had expired? 

JORDAN: Yeah, it really did. Isiah Thomas 
is the president of our players association 


and yet he is going to orchestrate that 
unsportsmanlike conduct? Three years in a 
row, I pushed myself to shake their hands 
and wish them luck and told them to bring 
the championship back to the Eastern 
Conference. 

PLAYBOY: That had to be hard to swallow. 
JORDAN: Hard to swallow, but out 
of sportsmanship, this is what you're 
supposed to do. 

PLAYBOY: When did you realize that the 
N.B.A. title was within your grasp? 
JORDAN: In the first game against the 
Lakers. They played their asses off, we 
played terrible, but we still had a chance to 
win down the stretch. That's all we needed 
from that point on. That gave us our 
confidence. It was a moral victory for us in 
the first game. Then in the second game, 
we went right back and pounded them. 
Gave us that confidence back that we lost. 
PLAYBOY: Most people looked at it from 
the standpoint that the Lakers got a game 
in Chicago. 

JORDAN: Yeah, but the momentum 
changed. It's not like it just changed hands, 
we grabbed it. 

PLAYBOY: What were the emotions like 
before game five against the Lakers? 
JORDAN: We were just determined. 
PLAYBOY: Were you scared? 

JORDAN: Nope, I wasn't scared. We had 
three chances to win one, right? I wasn't 
nervous. We went in there relaxed. 
PLAYBOY: When did it hit you that the 
championship was yours? 

JORDAN: When [guard] John Paxson 
started knocking down shots. He was 
measuring them, boom, he was just 
knocking them down. I missed some of 
the excitement by not doing it in Chicago. 

If we had done it in Chicago, we probably 
wouldn't have lived, because the fans 
would have killed us. But it was nearly as 
bad in L.A. 

PLAYBOY: What happened in the locker 
room after the final game? It looked like 
you were overwhelmed with emotion. 
JORDAN: I tried to fight it, but I couldn't. 

I suppressed a lot of disappointment over 
the years. When we won it all, I became 
more emotional than I have ever been. I 
don't regret it. It was something I had to 
let out. 

PLAYBOY: Is there going to be any 
challenge to the Olympics? 

JORDAN: You know, it's one of those 
situations where the challenge is going to 
be playing together as a team. When you 
look at the talent and the teams we're 
supposed to play against, it's a massacre. 

It should never be close. We taught them 
the game of basketball. We've got people 
who have the ability and the height. We're 
talking about the greatest players that 
play the game now and the team is the 
best team that's ever been put together. 
Who's going to beat us? The Japanese? 

The Chinese? They can't match up to 
the athleticism we're going to have on 
this team. Not to mention the mental 
advantage we're going to have here with 
Magic, or whoever's gonna play the point. 
You have Stockton, Barkley, me, Robinson, 
Bird...come on. These are the people that 
the Europeans look up to, so how can they 
beat us? If any game is even close, it will be 
a moral victory for Europe. 

PLAYBOY: What will you do if Bill Laimbeer 
or Isiah Thomas makes the Olympic team? 
JORDAN: I would respect them as team¬ 
mates and we would play as a team. 
PLAYBOY: You still would do it? 

JORDAN: If I walk off now, you think 
there's not going to be a controversy? I 
would do it to avoid all the publicity and 
feelings between us. Americans shouldn't 


be that way when they're representing the 
country. You just have to do it. 

PLAYBOY: Why do you think Magic wants 
to play in the Olympics? What does it 
matter, given what he's accomplished? 
JORDAN: He has accomplished everything 
possible in terms of basketball except for 
one thing: He's never played in an Olympic 
game. Never had that gold medal. And 
that can be eating at him. He probably 
would take that risk knowing that he might 
give up a day or two of his life. You know 
what? If I were in his position, I probably 
would do it, too. I'm going to be in his 
corner all the way. It adds something to 
your life when you win a gold medal. You 
hear the whole world cheering for you. 
That's far greater than any other cheering 
you're going to hear in basketball. 
PLAYBOY: Even greater than the N.B.A. 
title? 

JORDAN: Yeah. The title is for Chicago and 
the Bulls fans around the United States, 
but the Olympics are for everybody in the 
United States and then some. 

PLAYBOY: For all the credit, respect, 
celebrity and money that have come to you 
in your career, you remain a black man in 
a country dominated by white corporate 
structures. Recently, you have even taken 
shots from black writers who suggest 
you're not black enough. 

JORDAN: I realize that I'm black, but I 
like to be viewed as a person, and that's 
everybody's wish. That's what Martin 
Luther King fought for, that everybody 
could be treated equal and be viewed as 
a person. In some ways I can't understand 
it, because here we are striving for equality 
and yet people are going to say I'm not 
black enough? At a time when actually I 
thought I was trying to be equal? I try to 
be a role model for black kids, white kids, 
yellow kids, green kids. This is what I felt 
was good about my personality. Don't 
knock me off the pedestal that you wanted 
me to get onto. I get criticized about not 
giving back to the community-well, that's 
not true. I do. I just don't go out and try to 
seek publicity from it. I could hold a press 
conference on everything that I do for the 
black community. But I don't choose to do 
that, so people are not aware of it. 
PLAYBOY: Does the accusation sting? 
JORDAN: Yeah, it's really unfair. Because 
they ask for more black role models, yet 
they're stabbing me when I'm up here 
trying to be a very positive black role 
model. 

PLAYBOY: You don't seem like a very 
political person. 

JORDAN: I always keep my political views 
to myself. 

PLAYBOY: But there are others who want 
you to be more up-front. 

JORDAN: Look at what happened in North 
Carolina. I got criticized for not endorsing 
Harvey Gantt, the black guy who was 
running for the Senate against Jesse Helms 
in North Carolina. I chose not to because 
I didn't know of his achievements, I didn't 
know if he had some negative things 
against him. Before I put myself on the 
line, at least I wanted to know who this 
guy was. And I didn't, but I knew of Jesse 
Helms and I wasn't in favor of him. So I 
sent Gantt some money as a contribution. 
But that was never publicized. It was just 
that I didn't come out publicly and do an 
endorsement. 

PLAYBOY: How do you handle pressure 
from Jesse Jackson and other activists? 
JORDAN: I never bow to that pressure 
because I always keep my opinions to 
myself. I avoid those types of endorsements 
from a political standpoint. That's just me. 
That's my prerogative to do so. If you don't 


like it, lump it. 

PLAYBOY: You like to play golf, but there's 
no sport with a richer history of exclusion. 
Do you think that has irritated some in the 
black community, that you play at exclusive 
clubs in spite of their policies? 

JORDAN: I think I'm opening the door for 
blacks to be involved. I was getting more 
opportunities to go to these clubs. Sam 
Smith wrote in his book that I would have 
been declined membership at a Jewish golf 
course, but that's not true. I never applied. 
The only golf courses that I applied to, I got 
accepted. He had me saying that if I won 
the lottery, I'd go out and buy a golf course 
and keep out all the Jews. Well, why would 
I have to win the lottery? I could go buy 
one now. 

PLAYBOY: When was the first time you 
ever had to deal with racism? 

JORDAN: When I threw a soda at a girl for 
calling me a nigger. It was when Roots was 
on television. 

PLAYBOY: How old were you? 

JORDAN: I was fifteen. It was a very tough 
year. I was really rebelling. I considered 
myself a racist at that time. Basically, I was 
against all white people. 

PLAYBOY: Why? 

JORDAN: It was hundreds of years of pain 
that they put us through, and for the first 
time, I saw it from watching Roots. I was 
very ignorant about it initially, but I really 
opened my eyes about my ancestors and 
the things that they had to deal with. 
PLAYBOY: How long did it take you to get 
over that? 

JORDAN: A whole year. The education 
came from my parents. You have to be 
able to say, OK, that happened back then. 
Now let's take it from here and see what 
happens. It would be very easy to hate 
people for the rest of your life, and some 
people have done that. You've got to deal 
with what's happening now and try to 
make things better. 

PLAYBOY: What did you think you'd be 
when you grew up? 

JORDAN: A professional athlete. 

PLAYBOY: How early did you begin 
thinking that? 

JORDAN: I always thought I would be a 
professional athlete. I always loved sports. 

I knew one thing I didn't want was a job. 
Me and working were never best friends. I 
enjoyed playing. 

PLAYBOY: Your dad once said that you 
were the laziest kid he had. 

JORDAN: He doesn't lie. He tried to 
change me, but it never worked. He 
couldn't keep me from playing sports. I 
think my first job was in the eleventh grade 
and I quit after a week. 

PLAYBOY: What was it? 

JORDAN: I was a hotel maintenance 
man. I was cleaning out pools, painting 
rails, changing air-conditioner filters and 
sweeping out the back room. I said, never 
again. I may be a wino first, but I will not 
have a nine-to-five job. 

PLAYBOY: You had a bad experience with 
swimming when you were a kid, didn't 
you? 

JORDAN: I went swimming with a close 
friend one day, and we were out wading 
and riding the waves coming in. The 
current was so strong it took him under 
and he locked up on me. It's called the 
death lock, when they know they're in 
trouble and about to die. I almost had to 
break his hand. He was gonna take me 
with him. 

PLAYBOY: Did you save him? 

JORDAN: No, he died. I don't go into the 
water anymore. 

PLAYBOY: How old were you? 

JORDAN: I was really young. About seven 
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or eight years old. Now I ain't going near 
the water. I can't swim and I ain't messing 
with the water. 

PLAYBOY: Even when you go on a boat? 
JORDAN: Not without a life jacket, I won't. 
Not a little boat, either. It has to be a big 
boat for me. 

PLAYBOY: It doesn't bother you to say 
that, does it? 

JORDAN: No. I don't give a damn. 
Everybody's got a phobia for something. I 
do not mess with water. 

PLAYBOY: Were you always a star in 
sports? 

JORDAN: No, but I had ambitions of being 
one. All I wanted to do was play all the 
time. I used to give up whatever allowance 
I had to my brothers, for them to wash 
dishes for me and clean the house. 
PLAYBOY: Did it bother your father? 
JORDAN: My father is a mechanical 
person. He always tried to save money 
by working on everybody's cars. And my 
older brothers would go out and work with 
him. He would tell them to hand him a 
nine-sixteenths wrench and they'd do it. I'd 
get out there and he'd say give me a nine- 
sixteenths wrench and I didn't know what 
the hell he was talking about. He used to 
get irritated with me and say, "You don't 
know what the hell you're doing, go on in 
there with the women." 

PLAYBOY: Were you popular with girls in 
high school? 

JORDAN: I always thought I would be a 
bachelor. I couldn't get a date. 

PLAYBOY: Come on. 

JORDAN: I kidded around too much. I 
always used to play around with women. 

I was a clown. I picked at people a lot. 

That was my way of breaking the ice with 
people who were very serious. I was good 
in school. I'd get A's and B's in my classes 
but I'd get N's and U's in conduct because I 
was kidding around, talking all the time. 
PLAYBOY: We've heard you did some 
serious preparation for bachelor life. 
JORDAN: I took home economics from 
seventh through ninth grade. They were 
easy classes, we got to eat and I was 
always a greedy person with food. And 
you got to do things. I always thought I'd 
be doing my own sewing and cooking and 
cleaning. 

PLAYBOY: What can you do? 

JORDAN: Oh, I can sew shirts, I can make 
clothes. 

PLAYBOY: Still? 

JORDAN: I could hem pants right now. I 
can cook and clean and all that stuff. But 
do I do it? No. I don't want to. But I could 
if I had to. 

PLAYBOY: Did you watch basketball much 
as a kid? 

JORDAN: I used to watch a little A.C.C. 
college basketball because we never got 
professional basketball on TV where I lived. 

I didn't know anybody in the N.B.A. I only 
knew David Thompson, Walter Davis, guys 
from my area. 

PLAYBOY: When you were a high school 
senior, did North Carolina recruit you? 
JORDAN: They were recruiting me when I 
was in the eleventh grade. My high school 
coach wrote to them, so they sent a scout 
down. I went to North Carolina with the 
Five-Star camp, even though Dean Smith 
didn't want me to go. 

PLAYBOY: Why not? 

JORDAN: He tried to keep me hidden. If I 
was at Five-Star, they would open up the 
doors of the schools and everybody would 
notice. I won about ten trophies in two 
weeks. I was an all-star and the M.V.P. for 
two weeks in a row and my team won the 
championship both weeks. I was racking 
it up. Then everybody started recruiting me. 


PLAYBOY: Was North Carolina your first 
choice? 

JORDAN: I always wanted to go to UCLA. 
That was my dream school. 

PLAYBOY: Why? 

JORDAN: Because when I was growing up, 
they were a great team. Kareem Abdul- 
Jabbar, Bill Walton, John Wooden. But I 
never got recruited by UCLA. 

PLAYBOY: Even after your success in the 
Five-Star camp? 

JORDAN: By the time they wanted to 
recruit me, they had heard that I was 
going to stay close to home, which was 
not necessarily true. I also wanted to go 
to Virginia because I wanted to play with 
Ralph Sampson for his last two years there. 
He was going into his junior year. I wrote 
to Virginia, but they just sent me back an 
admission form. No one came and watched 
me. Then I visited North Carolina and I was 
happy with the atmosphere, so I committed 
early. 

PLAYBOY: Weren't you planning to play 
baseball in college, too? 

JORDAN: I wanted to, but I got talked 
out of it. I still want to play baseball. I 
may play Triple-A ball this summer. I keep 
trying to talk to the people in Charlotte. 

You know George Shinn, the guy who 
owns the Charlotte Hornets? [Hornets 
players] Muggsy Bogues and Dell Curry 
played for his minor-league baseball team 
last summer. I told them I want to go 
play baseball. They don't believe me. I'm 
serious. I may think about football, too. I 
ain't going across the middle, though. I'll 
do down and out. 

PLAYBOY: If you made a run at baseball, 
what position would you play? 

JORDAN: Well, I used to be a pitcher. But 
I'd probably throw my arm out just learning 
all the different things. I'd much rather try 
to start out in the outfield or first base. 

I'm going to do it. But I would never want 
just to step right into the majors. Players 
would get pissed at me. I don't want that 
animosity. I want to start off low and work 
my way up. 

PLAYBOY: You have had four pro coaches. 
Whom did you like to play for the most? 
JORDAN: Who was best for me? Kevin 
Loughery. 

PLAYBOY: Why? 

JORDAN: He gave me the confidence to 
play on his level. My first year, he threw 
me the ball and said, "Hey, kid, I know you 
can play. Go play." I don't think that would 
have been the case going through another 
coach's system. Look what Loughery's 
doing right now with Miami. He's doing 
exactly what he did to me. He's giving 
those guys so much confidence, he's giving 
them an opportunity to create their own 
identity as players. With other coaches, you 
have to fit into their systems. 

PLAYBOY: Even Doug Collins? 

JORDAN: No, I just felt Doug would have 
tried to manipulate me. For that sense of 
control, power. I saw that with the way he 
dealt with Pippen and Grant. I would have 
been able to deal with it because I respect 
all my coaches. But Loughery never tried to 
do that. I could relate with him as a friend. 
PLAYBOY: What about Phil Jackson as a 
coach? 

JORDAN: Phil's a good coach. He has 
some Dean Smith credentials out there. 

He's relaxed, he's knowledgeable. He's a 
philosopher about everything. He believes 
in sharing the wealth among everyone, yet 
he believes in not trying to overshadow 
his team. 

PLAYBOY: The Portland Trail Blazers had a 
shot at drafting you. How would that have 
changed your life? 

JORDAN: I wouldn't have had all this 


opportunity from a business and financial 
standpoint. 

PLAYBOY: Would your life have been any 
easier? 

JORDAN: No, this has gone exactly the 
way I wanted it to. Portland already had 
Clyde Drexler, so it would have been dumb 
for me to go there. 

PLAYBOY: Did your success with Nike 
surprise you? 

JORDAN: Yeah, that was something. First 
I thought it was a fad. But it's far greater 
now than it used to be. The numbers are 
just outrageous. 

PLAYBOY: When did you really start 
getting into the business end of it? 
JORDAN: Four years ago. 

PLAYBOY: Not until then? 

JORDAN: In my first four years, I just 
loved playing basketball and didn't worry 
about the money part of it. But I was being 
tutored and educated by ProServ. 

PLAYBOY: What do you mean tutored? 
JORDAN: Tutored about financial things, 
you know, monthly ledgers, where your 
money comes from and where it goes. My 
parents did a good job, too. They, as well 
as ProServ, helped educate me when I really 
didn't have the interest in it. But it's getting 
closer to the point where I will step away 
from the game, so I better have a good 
handle on it. 

PLAYBOY: Do you want to have a certain 
number of millions in the bank when you 
retire? 

JORDAN: I've provided for when I walk 
away from the game, from Nike and all the 
other outlets. 

PLAYBOY: I heard about a Canadian 
company that wanted to pay you a 
ridiculous amount of money to fly up for 
one day. 

JORDAN: Yeah, they wanted me to sign 
autographs for a quarter of a million 
dollars. The autograph stuff drives me 
crazy. People are dangerous. 

PLAYBOY: Didn't you almost get 
stampeded in Houston once? 

JORDAN: There were four or five security 
guards, five thousand people had me 
circled, and I was only supposed to be 
signing for one hour. We got to ten 
minutes before I had to leave, and people 
were wanting more autographs, so they 
started closing in on me. The tables were 
breaking and little kids were getting 


pressed up front because the bigger people 
were pushing from behind. The security 
guards couldn't do anything. I finally got 
the security guards around me and started 
pushing my way through the crowd. I 
almost got killed getting out of there. I 
haven't done any autograph sessions since. 
Never again. 

PLAYBOY: Do you have other limits about 
what you will and won't do for money? 
JORDAN: My time is very important to 
me, as well as being credible about what 
I endorse. If I endorse McDonald's, I go to 
McDonald's. If I endorse Wheaties, I eat 
Wheaties. If I endorse Gatorade, I drink 
Gatorade. I have cases of Gatorade, I 
love drinking Gatorade. I don't endorse 
anything that I don't actually use. 
PLAYBOY: What have you turned down? 
JORDAN: Two or three years ago Quaker 
Oats came to me to endorse Van Kamp's 
pork and beans--Beanee Weenees, I think 
it was called. You ever heard of Beanee 
Weenees pork and beans? It was close to 
a million bucks a year. I'm saying, Beanee 
Weenees? How can I stand in front of a 
camera and say I'll eat Beanee Weenees? If 
I wanted to be a hardnosed businessman, 

I could have been in a lot of deals, like the 
one with Johnson Products. I had a deal 
with them for their hair-care products. I 
had two or three more years on that deal 
when I started losing my hair. So I forfeited 
the deal. But if I had wanted to be greedy, 

I could've said, Screw you, you didn't know 
my hair was falling out so you owe me 
money. But I didn't. 

PLAYBOY: Your Gatorade ad raises a 
question--what do you like to be called? 
JORDAN: They used to call me Mike in 
grammar school, in high school. When I 
got to college, everyone called me Michael. 
It was like a maturity thing. When you're 
a little kid, they call you Mike. Mike quit 
this, Mike quit that. As you get older, it's 
Michael this and Michael that. Now in the 
pros, it's Air this, Air that. Things change. 
PLAYBOY: Once and for all, which is it: 
Mike or Michael? 

JORDAN: Mike. 

PLAYBOY: Which individual games stand 
out in your memory? 

JORDAN: The sixty-nine-point game 
against Cleveland stands out. The sixty- 
three- point game at Boston stands out. 
PLAYBOY: When you get in the zone, like

you do in those games where you get fifty 
or sixty, do you feel it coming on that day, 
in the locker room, on the bench? 
JORDAN: No, I feel it when the game 
starts. You just start getting on a roll. 
Everything that you do is working. 

You get steals, your offensive game is 
working. You just take control of it. 

You're in tune with everything that's 
going on. You control the tempo, you 
control everything. It's like you can do 
anything, you can take your time, you say 
anything to people, you seem to be just 
like you're on a playground all by yourself. 
PLAYBOY: Can you dictate it now? Can 
you get yourself in the zone? 

JORDAN: I get into it in pressure 
situations. Somehow you feel the 
pressure. Either you do it now or you 
don't do it at all and it starts to kick 
in. But to explain it you'd have to be a 
psychologist. 

PLAYBOY: Is basketball a refuge for you? 
JORDAN: When I step onto the court, I 
don't have to think about anything. If I 
have a problem off the court, I find that 
after I play, my mind is clearer and I can 
come up with a better solution. It's like 
therapy. It relaxes me and allows me to 
solve problems. 

PLAYBOY: One constant in your career is 
that when you are sick or hurt, you often 
unload on somebody. Why? 

JORDAN: I have an uncanny way of 
focusing when I get hurt. I concentrate 
on playing and not worrying about the 
injury. I don't try to be aggressive or to let 
the injury take me out of my game. I relax 
and let the game come to me. 

PLAYBOY: Do you have any superstitions? 
JORDAN: I go through the same routine 
before every game. I lace up my shoes in 
a certain way. I wear my Carolina shorts 
all the time. I wear new socks every game, 
new shoes every game. And I always 
notice where my wife or my parents are 
so I don't have to worry if they got in 
an accident or didn't get the tickets or 
whatever. 

PLAYBOY: Where do you think you fit in 
the game? Are you the best? 

JORDAN: I can't ever say that I'm the 
best. I think I play both ends and do more 
than people perceive. I'm not just an 
offensive player. I play both ends. I can 
pass, I think I can play defensively as well 
as offensively. I don't think most stars can 
say that they try to do that. You can't say 
that I'm a one-dimensional player or a 
two-dimensional player. 


PLAYBOY: If you had to put a team 
around you, what's the one quality you'd 
want? 

JORDAN: Heart. That would be the 
biggest thing. I think heart means a lot. 

It separates the great from the good 
players. 

PLAYBOY: Aside from the shots, what 
else do the great players have? 

JORDAN: Mental toughness. When you 
need a basket, you have to have the 
confidence in yourself to go out there and 
hit three great shots. You know you have 
to do it. That drives me. 

PLAYBOY: What's your all-time starting 
five? 

JORDAN: Me and Magic, Bird, Worthy, 
McHale or Malone, David Robinson or 
Abdul-Jabbar. 

PLAYBOY: You've never been the highest 
paid basketball player and probably never 
will be. Do you resent that? 

JORDAN: Since I came into the league. 
I've never griped about my contracts. I've 
signed them and I've honored them every 
year. If anybody stepped up and wanted 
to give me a raise. I'd accept it. But I'm 
not going to bitch about it, because I 
signed the contract. When Patrick Ewing 
renegotiated his contract last year, he had 
leverage. He had an option to get out of 
his contract. And he was going to get the 
money no matter what. If I play out my 
contract, I won't be able to get another 
contract until five years down the road. 
Who knew this was going to happen 
three years ago when we did my deal? No 
one could tell that salaries were going to 
jump out of the deck. Hot Rod Williams 
created a whole salary outburst. When I 
signed my deal for three-and-a-quarter 
million or whatever I make this year, I was 
in the top three. Now three years later, 
you have rookies coming out making two- 
and- a-half or three million, so they're 
pushing the salaries up. How can I get a 
new deal? Do I start bitching? Do I go and 
gripe to the press saying I deserve more? 
Everybody knows I deserve more money, 
but I actually signed the contract. If my 
boss decides to give me a raise, great. But 
bitching is not fair. I've always considered 
myself a fair person. You guys in the press 
can put the pressure on him. I won't. I 
hope Reinsdorf is thinking about it. If it 
happens, great. If it doesn't, then I was 
screwed again. Am I upset about it? No. 
PLAYBOY: Is there anything you do on 
the basketball court that still surprises 
you? 


JORDAN: I basically expect anything. Isn't 
that wild? I used to surprise myself a lot: 
certain moves, how I'd get out of trouble. 
But at some point, you accept the talent 
that you have, you accept your creativity. 
PLAYBOY: Are you going to need some 
other creative outlet when you retire? 
JORDAN: Golf could do that for me. 
Because you've got to create shots in 
certain situations. And the competition is 
always going to be there. I think it's even 
greater in golf because you know your 
opponent is always consistent: You know 
the course is going to shoot par every 
day. You always wonder, especially in my 
profession, what it would be like if I had 
to play against myself in a one-on-one 
game. Well, golf is that way because you 
compete against yourself in a mental way. 
That's the challenge. 

PLAYBOY: How close are you to the end 
of your basketball career? 

JORDAN: I'd say four years. If I make it, I 
make it. If I get tired of basketball sooner, 

I won't make it. All this negative crap that 
has happened. Who needs it? 

PLAYBOY: What if Reinsdorf wanted to 
make it worth your while to play longer to 
keep the stadium full? 

JORDAN: I would never play an extra year 
for money. I play the game because I love 
it. I just so happen to get paid. If I don't 
feel I still enjoy the game, I can care less 
what a year is worth. I'm not going to 
play the game just because of money. 
PLAYBOY: Somehow, it's hard to imagine 
you just walking away. 

JORDAN: People keep saying. Well, 
you're never going to be able to walk 
away, you're always going to want that 
spotlight. All these old boxers come 
back, but not me. Once I walk away. I'm 
walking away. I'm not going to embarrass 
myself coming back, like I really need that 
roar of the crowd to live. It was good 
while it lasted. I've got memories of it. I 
don't need it again to continue to live. 
That's what my family is for. 

PLAYBOY: What's it like to be a married 
superstar? Does it take pressure off, or 
put more on? 

JORDAN: It's great. 

PLAYBOY: Why? 

JORDAN: It was a well-timed decision 
to settle down and get married. And it's 
been a more laid-back environment for 
me with a wife and two kids. If I were 
seeing a person, I might be more nervous 
about infection than I am now. It would 
have been magnified even more for me if 
I were single. But I made a choice to get 
married and to have kids and to settle 
down with the family, and I'm glad I 
made it. 

PLAYBOY: Are you worried about your 
boys, in terms of being Michael Jordan's 
sons? 

JORDAN: No. I just want them to have 
their own lives. I'm not going to try to 
guide them anywhere. I just want to 
teach them right from wrong, then let 
them make their own decisions. I know 
Jeffrey loves basketball. He has a basket¬ 
ball hoop in every room. 

PLAYBOY: Whom do you look to for 
guidance? 

JORDAN: Most of my guidance has come 
from my parents. My mom told me to 
deal with life as it comes, enjoy it as it 
comes, and that's what I've been doing. 
Good, bad or ugly. Whatever good that 
happens. I'm grateful. I give all my respect 
and tribute to whoever has a hand in it. 
But when all the bad stuff comes, I try to 



deal with it in a positive manner. 
PLAYBOY: Are you looking at other 
players to see how they handled the 
transition from the N.B.A. back to private 
life? 

JORDAN: Julius Erving is doing exactly 
what I want to do. Do you ever see Julius? 
Do you ever hear from Julius? But I know 
Julius is doing something he wants to do, 
and he's kind of taken a step back from 
public life. That's exactly what I want to 
do. When his time was up and he walked 
away from the game, he walked away 
proud, respected. Exactly what I want to 
do. When I feel that I've reached my peak 
and I can feel my skills diminishing, or if 
other players that I used to dominate have 
caught up with me and are on the same 
level, I want to step away. 

PLAYBOY: You know there's going to 
be a long line of guys eager to take you 
apart, too. 

JORDAN: And there'd be a long line of 
articles saying so-and-so killed Jordan 
tonight. I'd rather step away from the 
game before I subject myself to that, 
without a doubt. 

PLAYBOY: Very few people have ever 
been able to walk away. 

JORDAN: You know what I think? Very 
few people play because they love the 
game. Most of them play because they 
make good money. They keep playing 
because of the money. I could care less 
about it. In five years, I would probably 
stand to make six to seven million dollars, 
maybe even more than that. But if I don't 
love the game, no check is going to keep 
me playing. 

PLAYBOY: Would you ever consider 
going to play in Europe after you retire 
from the N.B.A.? 

JORDAN: Yeah, I've thought about it. I 
would love to go to Europe to play for 
one year. I could play once a week. It 
would be like a field trip. 

PLAYBOY: What won't you miss when 
you quit the game? 

JORDAN: I won't miss the glare, I won't 
miss the aggravations of people waiting 
for autographs at all times of the night. 
The hotels, I won't miss all that. 

PLAYBOY: What's left? What's the 
challenge now? 

JORDAN: The challenge is to keep 
winning and get more rings. People don't 
consider you great until you have three, 
four, maybe five rings. They consider you 
the greatest if your team is winning. I 
want to continue to win and make sure 
I'm an important factor in winning. 
PLAYBOY: What do you think you'll miss 
the most about basketball when you 
retire? 

JORDAN: The competition, the pre¬ 
season. I get a kick out of that, coming 
back for the next year and going through 
training camp and seeing all the new 
players. You go at them and challenge 
them every day. When someone asks, 
"What's Michael Jordan like to play 
with?" I want them to say he busts his 
ass at practice. He plays at practice like 
he plays in the game. When I play against 
someone that's new in the league, I make 
him respect me. They may have heard 
about me, but now you get to see me 
actually in front of you. That drives me . 
Like playing out West. They don't get to 
see us that much. I want to come in and 
say. This is what you're missing.

ust look at all the names the legends 
that have gone through its ranks. First, 
you had names like Robert Jaworski, 
Manny Paner, Mike Bilbao, Lim Em Beng, 
Francis Arnaiz, Atoy Co, Philip Cezar, 
and Abet Guidaben, followed by the 
likes of Samboy Lim, Hector Calma, Allan 
Caidic, Yves Dignadice, Ricardo Brown, 
Rudy Distrito, Alvin Patrimonio, Jerry 
Codinera, Jojo Lastimosa, Vergel Meneses, Jeffrey 
Cariaso, Johnny Abbarientos. Then the Fil-Ams led 
by Asi Taulava, Danny and Andy Seigle, Ali Peek, 
Rudy Hatfield, Mark Cagiuoa, Nic Belasco, JayJay 
Helterbrand, Jimmy Alapag; and now James Yap, 
Gary David, JV Casio, LA Tenorio, Macmac Cardona, 
and Japeth Aguilar among others. The names just 
go on and on. 

Entering its 37th season, the PBA had a banner 
first conference. The Philippine Cup saw Talk & 

Text defend their title, the very first team to do so 
in 27 years, with the league breaking the previous 
year's records. The PBA posted P39 million in ticket 
sales, welcoming 340,000 fans, which was a three 
percent increase from the prior year. It is interesting 
to note that this gross sales was nine percent higher 
than their target of P36 million. 

With its continued power, is there any doubt at 
all why basketball continues to dominate the local 
sports scene? 

In the pyramid of a sports model, you have the 
grassroots development happening at the bottom 


and it filters upwards to the grade school level, 
then to the high school and collegiate ranks. Finally 
the apex, is of course the professional league. In 
fact, basketball even had another tier, which was 
the now defunct Philippine Basketball League. 

This vacuum has now been filled by the D-League, 
spearheaded by the PBA, because they understood 
the fact that there needs to be a next step from 
the collegiate level to the big show. Every step is 
accounted for, and that is why when players make 
it to the PBA, they are ripe and ready to perform at 
the highest level. 

Other sports are starting to develop their own 
solid pyramid base. Baseball Philippines has been 
in place for three years already, looking to develop 
players not just for our national team, but to 
eventually prepare players to play in the leagues 
around the region, like Korea and Japan. Football 
now has the United Football League, which 
already includes most of our national players, 
not to mention a very potent group of foreigners 
showcasing their skills on the pitch. This helps uplift 
the quality of play of the local players and also 
makes for very entertaining football for the fans. 

But the PBA is the role model. For years people 
said that it might fold and that the fans were 
starting to dwindle in numbers. Critics claimed 
that there were now too many other options for 
people, with the numerous malls, cable television, 
the Internet, the slew of very good foreign and 
sometimes local movies, not to mention budget 


airlines that has made traveling more accessible to 
the majority. But the PBA has moved forward and 
has continued to stay relevant. 

Another important factor is the development 
of the national team, and making sure that its 
performance in the international arena is not 
just respectable, but one that the country could 
be proud of. Clearly this was given priority by 
the Samahang Basketbol ng Pilipinas (SBP) when 
they put together Smart Gilas, a team that was 
composed of the brightest young hoopsters 
based here and abroad, kept them together for 
a number of years, and even got an experienced 
international coach in Serbian Rajko Toroman. The 
team, which was bankrolled yearly to the tune of 
about P35 million, was very successful, making it 
to the semifinal stage of the FIBA ASIA qualifying 
tournament for the London Olympics. The team 
actually fell just a game short of being eligible to 
play in the last tournament slated for June to bag a 
slot to London. 

After Gilas's success, which captured the 
imagination of the fans, this prompted SBP head 
Manny V. Pangilinan to form Gilas 2, with a new 
batch of stars, to spearhead the country's quest to 
make it to the next Basketball World Championship. 
Again, baseball is following this same formula, 
by looking to a fruitful and respectable campaign 
in this year's World Baseball Classic, the biggest 
international tournament for the sport slated for 
November in Taiwan.

The PBA, being at the forefront of sports in the 
country, continue to adapt to the changing times 
and look to hurdle all odds. 

Even the latest controversy regarding the 
apparent impending sale of the Powerade 
franchise, from the Coca Cola Company back 
to its previous owner San Miguel Corporation, 
has again made headlines recently and talk of 
imbalance in the league was forthcoming. The 
news gripped the public.

The PBA is definitely on the right track, and 
that also bodes well for the further development 
of basketball in the country. The other sports 
have started to make strides in the right direction, 
looking at the model that basketball is using to 
help their own cause, and that is good. But for the 
moment and the foreseeable future, basketball 
will still be the dominant force in the country.

At our place, the bad news arrives in the form 
of the bad-news paper. Tig carries it up the 
stairs. Tig's real name is Gilbert. It's impossible 
to explain nicknames to speakers of foreign 
languages, not that I have to do this much. 

"They just killed the leader of the interim 
governing council," Tig announces. It's not that 
he's impervious to bad news: on the contrary. 
He's angular, he has less body fat than I do and 
therefore less capacity to absorb, to cushion, 
to turn the calories of bad news—and it does 
have calories; it raises your blood pressure—into 
the substance of his own body. I can do that, 
he can't. He wants to pass the bad news on as 
soon as possible—get it off his hands, like a hot 
potato. Bad news burns him. 

I'm still in bed. I'm not really awake. I was 
doing a little wallowing. I was enjoying this 
morning until now. "Not before breakfast," I 
say. I do not add, "You know I can't handle it 
this early in the day." I've added that before; 
it's had only an intermittent effect. After this 
long together, both our heads are filled with 
such minor admonitions, helpful hints about the 
other person—likes and dislikes, preferences 
and taboos. Don't come up behind me like that 
when I'm reading. Don't use my kitchen knives. 
Don't just strew things. Each believes the other 
should respect this frequently reiterated set of 
how-to instructions, but they cancel each other 
out: If Tig must respect my need to wallow 
mindlessly, free of bad news, before the first cup 
of coffee, shouldn't I respect his need to spew 
out catastrophe so he himself will be rid of it? 

"Oh. Sorry," he says. He shoots me a 
reproachful look.

He's right. I would be sorry. I'd have no one 
left whose mind I can read. 

"I'm getting up now," I say, hoping I sound 
comforting. "I'll be right down." 

"Now" and "right down" don't have the 
same meaning they used to. Everything takes 
longer than it did back then. But I can still get 
through the routine, out of the nightdress, 
into the day dress, the doing-up of the shoes,

vitamin pills. The leader, I think. The interim 
governing council. Killed by them. A year from 
now I won't remember which leader, which 
interim governing council, which them. But such 
items multiply. Everything is interim, no one can 
govern anymore, and there are lots of them, 
of thems. They always want to kill the leaders. 
With the best of intentions, or so they claim. The 
leaders have the best of intentions as well. The 
leaders stand in the spotlight, and the killers aim 
from the dark; it's easy to score. 

As for the other leaders, the leaders of the 
leading countries, as they're called, those aren't 
really leading anymore, they're flailing around, you 
can see it in their eyes, white-rimmed like the eyes 
of panic-stricken cattle. You can't lead if no one will 
follow. People throw up their hands, then sit on 
them. They just want to get on with their lives. The 
leaders keep saying, "We need strong leadership," 
then they sneak off to peek at their poll ratings. It's 
the bad news. There's too much of it: They can't 
take it. 

But there's been bad news before, and we got 
through it. That's what people say about things 
that happened before they were born or while they 
were still thumb sucking. I love this formulation: 

We got through it. It means dick shit when it's 
about any event you personally weren't there for, 
as if you'd joined some We club, pinned on some 
tacky plastic We badge, to qualify. Still, We got 
through it— that's bracing. It conjures up a march 
or a procession, horses prancing, costumes tattered 
and muddied because of the siege or battle or 
enemy occupation or butchering of dragons or 
40-year trek through the wilderness. There'd be a 
bearded leader hoisting his standard and pointing 
forward. The leader would have got the bad 
news early. He'd got it, he'd understood it, he'd 
known what to do. Attack from the flank! Go for 
the throat! Get the hell out of Egypt! That sort of 
thing. 

"Where are you?" Tig calls up the stairs. 
"Coffee's ready." 

"I'm here," I call back down. We use this 
a lot, this walkie-talkie of air. Communication 
hasn't failed us, not yet. (Not yet is unaspirated, 
like the h in honor. It's the silent not yet. We 
don't say it out loud.) 

These are the tenses that define us now: past 
tense, back then; future tense, not yet. We live in 


the small window between them, the space we've 
only recently come to think of as still, and really 
it's no smaller than anyone else's window. True, 
there are little things going wrong with us—a knee 
here, an eye there—but so far just little things. We 
can still have a good time, as long as we focus on 
doing one item at a time. I can remember when I 
used to tease our daughter, back then, when she 
was an adolescent. I'd do it by pretending to be 
old. I'd bump into walls, drop cutlery, fake memory 
loss. Then we'd both laugh. It's no longer such a 
joke. 

Our now-dead cat, Drumlin, developed cat 
senility when she was 17. Drumlin—why did 
we call her that? The other cat, the one that 
died first, was Moraine. Once we thought it 
was amusing to name our cats after glacial- 
dump geological features, though the point of it 
escapes me now. Tig said Drumlin ought to have 
been named Landfill Site, but he was the one 
whose job it was to empty her litter box. 

It's not likely we will have another cat. I used 
to think—I thought this quite calmly—that after 
Tig was gone (for men die first, don't they?) I 
might get a cat again, for company. I no longer 
consider this an option. I'll surely be half blind 
by then, and a cat might run between my legs, 
and I'd trip over it and break my neck. 

Poor Drumlin used to prowl the house at 
night, yowling in an unearthly fashion. Nothing 
gave her solace: She was looking for something 
she'd lost, though she didn't know what it 
was (her mind, in point of fact, if cats can be 
said to have minds). In the mornings we'd find 
small bites taken out of tomatoes, of pears:

I say. We don't pay enough attention to our 
appliances. Neither of us does. Stuck onto the 
refrigerator is a photo of our daughter, taken 
several years ago; it beams down on us like the 
light from a receding star. She's busy with her 
own life, elsewhere. 

"Look at the paper," says Tig. 

There are pictures. Is bad news worse with 
pictures? I think so. Pictures make you look, 
whether you want to or not. There's the burned- 
out car, one of a series by now, with its skeletal 
frame of twisted metal. A charred shadow 
crouches inside. In pictures like these there are 
always empty shoes. It's the shoes that get to me. 
Sad, that innocent daily task—putting your shoes 
on your feet in the firm belief that you'll be going 
somewhere. 

We don't like bad news, but we need it. We 
need to know about it in case it's coming our 
way. Herd of deer in the meadow, heads down 
grazing peacefully. Then woof woof—\ nM 
dogs in the woods. Heads up, ears forward. 
Prepare to flee! Or the musk-ox defense: Wolves 
approaching is the news. Quick—into a circle! 
Females and young to the center! Snort and paw 
the ground! Prepare to horn the enemy! 

"They won't stop," says Tig. 

"It's a mess," I say. "I wonder where the 
security was?" When God was handing out the 
brains, they used to say back then, some folks 
we could name were last in line. 

"If someone really wants to kill you, they'll kill 
you," Tig says. He's a fatalist that way. I disagree, 
and we spend a pleasant quarter of an hour calling 
up our dead witnesses. He submits Archduke 
Ferdinand and John Kennedy; I offer Queen 
Victoria (eight failed attempts) and Joseph Stalin, 
who managed to avoid assassination by doing it 
wholesale himself. Once this might have been an 
argument. Now it's a pastime, like gin rummy. 

"We're lucky," says Tig. I know what he 
means. He means the two of us, sitting here in 
the kitchen, still. Neither of us gone. Not yet. 

"Yes, we are," I say. "Watch the toast—it's 
burning." 

There. We've dealt with the bad news, we've 
faced it head-on, and we're all right. We have 
no wounds, no blood pours out of us, we aren't 
scorched. We have all of our shoes. The sun is 
shining, the birds are singing, there's no reason not 
to feel pretty good. The bad news comes from so far 
away, most of the time—the explosions, the oil spills, 
the genocides, the famines, all of that. There will be 
other news, later. There always is. We'll worry about 
it when it comes. 

Some years ago—when?—Tig and I were in 
the south of France, at a place called Glanum. 

We were on a vacation of sorts. What we really 
wanted to see was the asylum where Van Gogh 
painted the irises, and we did see that. Glanum 
was a side trip. I haven't thought about it in 
years, but I find myself there now, back then, 
in Glanum, before it was destroyed in the third 
century, before it was only a few ruins you pay 
to get into. 

There are spacious villas in Glanum; there are 
public baths, amphitheaters, temples, the kinds of 
buildings the Romans put up wherever they went 
so they could feel civilized and at home. Glanum is 
very pleasant; a lot of upper-level army men retire 
here.

cross-eyed, and her breasts are enormous—but 
you can't always get first-rate here. What would 
I be having? Bread, honey, dried figs. Fresh fruit 
isn't in season yet. No coffee, worse luck; I don't 
think it's been invented yet. I'm drinking some 
fermented mare's milk, as an aid to digestion. A 
faithful slave has brought the breakfast in on a 
silver tray. They're good at slavery on this estate, 
they do it well: They're silent, discreet, efficient. 
They don't want to be sold, naturally: Being a 
house slave is better than working in the quarry. 

Tig comes in with a scroll. Tig is short for 
Tigris; it's a nickname bestowed on him by his 
erstwhile troops. Only a few intimates call him 
Tig. He's frowning. 

"Bad news?" I ask. 

"The barbarians are invading," he says. 
"They've crossed the Rhine." 

"Not before breakfast," I say. He knows I can't 
discuss weighty matters right after getting up. But 
I've been too abrupt: I see his stricken look, and I 


relent. "They're always crossing the Rhine. You'd 
think they'd get tired of it. Our legions will defeat 
them. They always have before." 

"I don't know," says Tig. "We shouldn't have 
let so many barbarians into the army. You can't 
depend on them." He used to be in the army 
himself, so his worry means something. On the 
other hand, it's his general view that Rome is going 
to hell in a handcart, and I've noticed that most 
retired men feel like that: The world simply cannot 
function minus their services. It's not that they feel 
useless; they feel unused. 

"Please, sit down," I say. "I'll order you a nice 
piece of bread and honey, with figs." Tig sits 
down. I don't proffer the mare's milk, though 
it would do him good. He knows I know he 
doesn't like it. He hates being nagged about 
his health, which has been giving him some 
problems. Oh, make things stay the way they 
are, I pray to him silently. 

"Did you hear?" I say. "They found a freshly 
cut-off head, hung up beside the old Celtic votive 
well." Some escaped quarry worker who ran 
off into the woods, which they've been warned 
against, heaven knows. "Do you think they're 
reverting to savagery? The Celts?" 

"They hate us, really," says Tig. "That 
memorial arch doesn't help. It's hardly tactful—

Gossip and rumor, I think. Portents, 
forebodings; birds in flight, sheep's entrails. You 
never know if the news is true until it pounces. 
Until it's right on top of you. Until you reach out 
in the night and there's no more breathing. Until 
you're howling in darkness, wandering the empty 
rooms in your white dress. 

"We'll get through it," I say. Tig says nothing. 

It's such a beautiful day. The air smells of 
thyme; the fruit trees are in flower. But this 
means little to the barbarians; in fact they prefer 
to invade on beautiful days. It provides more 
visibility for their lootings and massacres. These 
are the same barbarians who—I've heard—fill 
wicker cages with victims and set them on fire 
as a sacrifice to their gods.

Motor racing has been 
dubbed as the rich boy's sport 
and yes, race car drivers are 
considered as some of the 
hottest, most disciplined and 
well-rounded athletes.

Qz When did you realize that you 
wanted to be a race car driver? 
Growing up did you always have a 
growing curiosity for cars and racing? 

AZ I was always interested in cars and 
racing. My dad influenced me greatly. He 
used to race just locally in Ireland so I was 
around a race track quite a bit at a young 
age. Also I was very interested in Formula 
1 and other racing series. I started racing 
karts at the age of 9. At first it was just a 
hobby and for a bit of fun. After around 3 
years of doing quite well, I realized this was 
where the majority of Formula 1 drivers 
started so I thought maybe I had a chance. 
Qz What were the challenges that 
you faced and fondest memories that 
you have from your early years in the 
circuit? 

Az I was normally the only Irish driver on 
the British/European racing scene. I was 
doing something that was very different 
from what the majority of drivers that 
I knew were doing. Some of the best 
memories would be things like winning 
my first race during my first year of racing 
karts. Then challenging at the front of 
European karting. 

Qz When you were starting your 
career as a race car driver, who did you 
look up to? 

Az The main role model I found was 
Michael Schumacher. When he was in his 


prime with Ferrari he was in a different 
league compared to 99% of the other 
drivers on the grid in every aspect of being 
a racing driver. From the actual driving to 
fitness to getting a good atmosphere inside 
the team. Nobody else came close I don't 
think. 

Qz How was it like growing up in 
Dublin, along with this passion for 
racing? 

Az Well growing up in Dublin for me 
was quite different to most people. From 
the age of 11, I was traveling all around 
the UK/Europe racing karts. Constantly 
traveling and flying to different countries. 

It was a rare week when I was in school for 
all five days of the week! 

It was quite a challenge keeping up in 
school when I could fly back from a race 
at eight o'clock Monday morning then 
go from the airport straight to school to 
be in for nine! Then if [I was] racing the 
following weekend, I would normally have 
to leave either Wednesday or Thursday 
depending on the race. I never actually 
counted the number of weekends during 
the year I was away but I'd guess it was 
between 25 and 30. 

Qz What is the steady inspiration to 
keep you driven? 

Az The goal of being an FI world 
champion is enough to constantly keep my 
driven. It's something I've been working 


towards for many years now so I don't feel like 
giving up quite yet! 

Qz What goes through your mind before 
you race? 

Az I normally just try and keep calm. I think 
about what the car handled like in the last 
session and what I expect it to handle like due 
to any changes we've made. I also try to make 
sure I don't overthink things as I've found when 
you try to make plans for the first lap of a race 
you're not quite flexible enough to adapt to the 
strange and unpredictable situations you get put 
in during a race. 

Qz Has your career in motorsport help you 
snag girls? 

Az I supposed it has made things a bit easier! 
It's a sport that's normally considered quite 
cool and even sexy. It normally leads to quite 
interesting conversations when I first mention it 
to people. 

Qz With all the training, traveling and 
racing that you're currently doing, do you 
still have time to date? 

Az Yes that's something I can always find time 
for! I actually have a pretty long term girlfriend 
at the minute. We've somehow been together 
for over a year now despite all the traveling I do. 

Qz Most race car drivers are known to be 
Casanovas. Do you consider yourself as 
one? 


Az Everybody has such an awful 
opinion about racing drivers. (Laughs) 

I wouldn't say I am as I've had a 
girlfriend for the last year. Things might 
obviously be a bit different if I was 
single.

China, Asian F3, Asia GT, Sichuan Touring Car Elite, Hong 
Kong Touring Car Championship, Clio Cup China Series, 
China Touring Car Championship and Japan Super GT.

O' Hara was also 2-time champion in British Formula 
Ford before he came to race in Asia for Asian F3. Ip and 
O'Hara met during one of the Asian F3 races, "Well we 
were running a team here in Asian F3 called Aran Racing. 
Paul was racing for a rival team, and that was how I got 
to know him. After that season, we came to an agreement 
where I would work for him. I started as General Manager 
for a particular element in the company which was called 
Radical China", says O'Hara. 

As a Deputy Manager, the Irishman is in charge of

The focus is to 
be as competitive as possible but at the same time, the 
group runs as a business. We have to make sure that the 
motorsport facet pays for itself. It has to be commercially 
viable. Also, the long term goal is to be the first Chinese 
team in FI." 

The self-confessed motorsport nerd expressed that his 
job is his hobby. It is his utmost interest. O'Hara states, 
"The most exciting part of my job is results. When you 
have your driver on the podium or towards the front, 
which is 100% the best feeling. You'll feel like you did a 
good job."

Walking barefoot in the 
lockers and taking showers 
in communal cubicles may 
be easy avenue to pick up 
bacteria from other guys' 
dregs and invisible molds from 
untidy floors. Wear slippers 
when taking showers in the 
gym. When soles of the feet or 
skin between the toes start to 
itch, clean the area and spray on 
anti- fungal product before hitting 
the sack. Skin is treated while your 
feet get some rest. Needless to say, 
do not wait before symptoms turn to 


a full-blown skin ailment. 

SOLE CHECK. Induce a habit 
of checking all the areas of the feet, 
including the soles. Spots that look 
like small calluses may actually be 
plantar warts, and may worsen due 
the pressure caused by wearing 
shoes. The virus causing warts may 
be caught through moldy bathroom 
floors or by sharing a towel. Add that 
to bad hygiene and a small detail 
becomes an unwanted trip to the 
doctor. A first remedy for warts is a 
formulation with salicylic acid that 
can be bought over the counter. Pain 
will only be felt when it becomes 
severe, and gets even complicated 
when one's immune system is low. A 
serious case would entail surgery or 
laser treatment. 

It's not news that the sole of the 
feet is one of the erogenous zones of 
the human body. The soles of the feet 
have a high concentration of nerve 
endings that no wonder rubbing 
feet under the sheets easily spells a 
little raunch. We maintain that clean 
is always sexy, and that is why this 
maxim extends to your feet.

HAPPY HOOVES 


We know that a visit to a salon to get a pedicure is still a touchy 
subject. As grooming motivations build around women's knack 
for attention to detail, we insist cleanliness. Your best bet is that 
grooming set you got at Christmas. It's about time you try a hand on 
an at home fix and get adept at it. 


SOAK AMD SOFTEN. The better time to clip toenails is after taking a shower, 
when feet have been soaked and nails and skin are softer. Before trimming the nails 
and drying up, check for bumps and hardened areas of the skin. Use the pumice 
stone to smoothen out bumpy parts. Rub the stone back and forth lightly. Take some 
time on stubborn parts. Do not overdo as it might cause a slight bruise. 

LIFT AND INSPECT. Use the metal pusher to lift the edge of the nails from 
the skin. This is to know how much you have to clip. You may also use a nail file by 
sticking an edge inwards lightly, sliding, following the contour of the nail. Do this 
process with extra caution. You may wash feet again to get rid of sediments. 

CLIP EASY. Cut the lifted portions of the nails' edge, finishing one toe at a time. 
Do not cut too close. Doing so would create pain and pressure on the spot between 
the tips of the toes and the shortened nail. Do not shape the nails to a round. The 
grooves on the side might get irritated when cut close, and an ingrown is likely. 

An ingrown is an inflammation on the sides of the toes due to a wound caused by 
improper nail care, worsened by the pressure on the toes inside a foot wear. 

FINISH. Glide the nail file in one direction to get rid of uneven cuts. You may rinse 
the feet yet again before applying some anti-bacterial foot cream to keep them clean 
and moisturized.
